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Bulletins  13  and  15  contain  a list  of  that  portion  of  the  Tosti  collection  of  engravings  which  is 
in  bound  volumes,  embracing  nearly  5,100  prints.  In  Bulletins  13  to  16  inclusive  a general  classification 
of  titles  was  adopted.

It  is  not  necessary  to  present  in  this  place  any  formal  introduction  to  the  publication, 
of  which  the  first  number  is  now  offered  to  the  frequenters  of  the  Public  Library.  The 
Committee  of  citizens  for  the  examination  of  the  Library  in  1866,  proposed  the  establish- 
ment of  a Monthly  Bulletin  for  making  known  to  the  public,  at  short  intervals,  the  accessions 
to  the  Library.  We  quote  from  the  Report  of  the  Committee  the  following  paragi-aphs  ; — 

“ It  is  founded  on  a wish,  often  expressed,  that  the  titles  of  such  books  as  are  from 
time  to  time  acquired  by  the  Library  should  be  earlier  and  oftener  made  known  to  the 
multitudes  interested  in  them,  whether  they  are  books  fresh  from  the  press,  or  works  both 
old  and  rare. 

“ No  doubt  such  an  annunciation  of  the  books,  at  short  intervals,  as  they  arrive,  would 
excite  that  just  and  enlightened  curiosity  for  their  contents  which  it  is  always  desirable  to 
excite,  and  would  cause  them  to  be  more  read.  It  has,  therefore,  been  proposed  to  pub- 
lish their  titles  occasionally  in  our  newspapers,  or  to  print  them  on  slips  accessible  to 
those  who  frequent  the  Library,  and  to  whom  they  should  be  freely  given.  But  our  public 
jouimals  would  hardly,  without  ample  compensation,  give  them  the  large  space  they  must 
occujpy,  and  would  not,  after  all,  carry  them  to  precisely  the  persons  by  whom  they  would 
be  most  desired  and  used ; and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  slips  w'ould  be  sure  to  be  in 
general  awkwmrdly  misplaced  and  oftener  neglected. 

“ What  may  be  preferred,  therefore,  is  a Monthly  Bulletin.  ...  It  may  dispense  with 
the  annual  supplements,  and  it  will  cost  hardly  more  than  the  price  for  paper  and  print- 
ing, which  will  not  be  much  greater  than  that  of  these  aw'kward  appendixes  to  our  regular 
catalogue.  Moreover,  besides  being  used  for  its  main  purpose,  it  may  become  an  author- 
ized vehicle  for  important  information  respecting  the  Library,  its  progress,  and  its  wants 
from  month  to  month. 

“ That  such  a iDublication  would  materially  increase  the  general  interest  felt  in  the  institu- 
tion, and  not  only  promote  the  use  of  books  that  would  otherwise  be  neglected,  but  that  it 
would  directly  tend  to  the  advancement  of  knowledge  among  us,  is,  we  suppose,  all  but 
certain.” 

So  great  have  been  the  labors  devolved  upon  the  officers  of  the  Library,  during  the  last 
year,  that  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  begin  this  publication  at  any  earlier  day.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  may  for  the  future  be  continued  and  prove  acceptable  and  useful  to  our 
citizens.  The  present  number  contains  the  titles  of  all  books  received  in  the  Library 
during  the  month  of  September,  and  comprises  in  the  Lower  Hall  all  titles  supplementary 
to  the  various  Finding  Lists  which  have  been  printed. 


PROGRESS  OF  THE  LIBRARY, 


On  the  18th  of  March,  1848,  an  Act  of  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts  was  passed,  au- 
thorizing the  City  of  Boston  to  establish  and 
maintain  a Public  Library.  The  Act  was  accept- 
ed by  the  City  on  the  3d  of  April  following.  A 
Board  of  Trustees  was  constituted  in  May,  1852. 
An  ordinance  of  the  City  Council,  organizing  the 
Library,  was  passed  on  the  12th  of  October,  1852. 

Soon  afterwards  the  city  purchased  laud  and 
erected  the  building  at  a total  expenditure  of 
about  $363,000.  The  building  was  dedicated  on 
the  1st  of  January,  1858. 

The  Institution  has  from  the  first  been  main- 
tained by  appropriations  by  the  City  Council. 

The  following  permanent  funds  have  been 
given,  the  income  of  which  is  year  by  year  to  be 
devoted  to  the  purchase  of  books  :

Received  in  1859,  from  Messrs.  William 
Minot  and  William  Minot,  jr.,  as  Execu- 
tors of  the  will  of  Miss  Mary  P.  Townsend. 

The  Franklin  Club  Fund 1,000  00 

Received  in  1863,  from  Messrs.  Thomas 
Minns,  John  A.  French,  and  J.  Franklin 
Read,  as  Tnistees  of  a literary  association 
of  young  men  formerly  existing  in  the  city 
under  the  name  of  the  Franklin  Club. 

Besides  the  gifts  in  money,  now  constituting 
the  permanent  funds,  the  foliowing  sums  have 
been  received  and  in  accordance  with  the  desires 
of  the  donors,  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books.

Among  the  large  Collections  of  books  given  to  the 
Library,  we  especially  mention  the  following : 

When  the  building  had  been  commenced,  Mr. 
Bates  expressed  his  purpose  to  present  to  the  city 
in  addition  to  the  fund  of  $50,000,  “ a considera- 
ble number  of  books.”  At,  or  soon  after,  the  time 
of  the  dedication  of  the  building,  he  had  pur- 
chased and  sent,  in  fulfilment  of  this  purpose, 
books  costing  him  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

The  children  of  the  late  Nathaniel  Bowditch, 
LL.  D.,  presented,  in  1858,  the  important  mathe- 
matical library  of  their  father,  numbering  2,250 
volumes  and  487  pamphlets. 

In  1860,  the  extensive  and  valuable  library 
bequeathed  to  the  city  by  the  Eev.  Theodore 
Parker,  numbering  11,061  volumes  and  3,088 
pamphlets,  was  received  from  his  executors,  Mrs. 
Parker  generously  waiving  her  right,  under  her 
husband’s  will,  to  retain  the  library,  or  change 
its  destination. 

In  the  same  year,  George  Ticknor,  Esq.,  pre- 
sented 2,418  volumes  and  254  pamphlets,  mostly 
standard  works  in  the  Greek,  Latin,  and  Italian 
classics.  These,  in  addition  to  his  other  gifts, 
make  the  number  of  his  donations  to  the  Librarj 
upwai'ds  of  3,000  volumes. 

During  the  year  1866,  the  deacons  of  the  Old 
South  Church,  of  this  city,  acting  as  trustees 
under  the  will  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Prince-  former 
pastor  of  that  church,  deposited  the  precious 
collection  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  manuscripts 
bequeathed  by  him  to  the  Old  South  Church  in 
the  year  1758,  and  known  as  the  Prince  Library. 
It  consisted,  as  then  bound,  of  1,899  volumes, 
and  is  very  rich  in  books  and  pamphlets  relating 
to  the  history  of  New  England  previous  to  his 
death,  as  well  as  in  the  first  productions  of  its 
press  and  in  the  works  of  its  early  authors. 

The  Specifications  of  English  Patents,  with  the 
Drawings  and  Indexes,  presented  by  Her  Majes.- 
ty’s  Commissioners  of  Patents,  through  the  zeal- 
ous and  obliging  intervention  of  Joseph  Story, 
Esq.,  late  President  of  the  Common  Council,  at 
present  number  712  volumes  of  Drawings  in  folio, 
551  volumes  of  Specifications  in  royal  8°,  besides 
27  volumes  of  Indexes,  12  volumes  of  Commis- 
sioners’ Journals  in  8°,  and  20  volumes  of  Abridg- 
ments in  12°.

THE  NEW  SA^STEM  FOR  RECORDING  LOANS, 

Which  was  commenced  last  year,  has  now  had  a 
full  trial,  and  there  is  no  room  for  doubting  that 
it  will  fully  meet  the  expectations  which  led  to 
its  adoption.  It  has  facilitated  the  procuring  of 
books  and  the  prompt  recording  of  them.  It 


has  made  the  record  more  certain  by  diminishing 
to  a great  degree  the  chances  for  error.  It  has 
rendered  easy  the  discovering  and  correction  of 
errors,  which  will  in  such  a circulation  inevitably 
occur.  It  has  furnished  means  for  detecting  and 
following  delinquents,  and  consequently  dimin- 
ished their  numbers.  It  has  also  added  largely 
to  the  resources  of  the  Trustees  for  serving  the 
public,  by  furnishing  them  with  a mass  of  the 
most  important  statistics ; for  the  system  may 
be  said  to  be  self-registering,  as  to  the  extent  of 
the  circulation,  and  as  to  the  kind  of  books 
which  are  most  desired.  It  is  the  first  time  that 
the  Trustees  have  been  able  to  command  these 
facilities  for  aiding  those  who  use  the  Library. 

The  apprehensions  which  were  entertained  by 
some,  and  often  publicly  expressed,  lest  it  should 
diminish  the  circulation,  or  be  found  inadequate 
for  the  delivery  of  a large  number  of  books  in 
one  day,  or  lead  to  the  desertion  of  the  Heading 
Room,  are  shown  to- have  been  groundless.  The 
number  of  books  lent  was  larger  than  in  any 
previous  year,  notwithstanding  that  a very  con- 
siderable number  of  books  were  of  necessity 
withheld  from  circulation.  The  largest  number 
by  200  or  300  ever  lent  in  one  day,  was  on  the 
23d  of  February,  1867,  when  in  both  halls  1,813 
books  were  lent,  and  1,411  returned  in  the  Lower 
Hall : and  the  whole  business  was  done  promptly 
and  easily.  The  use  of  the  Reading  Room  was 
never  so  large,  while  the  loss  of  periodicals  was 
entirely  stopped. 


THE  NEW  REGISTRATION. 

Every  person  desirous  of  using  the  Library 
has  from  the  beginning  been  required  to  register 
his  name,  and  to  promise  to  obey  the  rules. 

The  registration,  commenced  in  1858,  was 
continued  to  the  end  of  the  last  Libraiy  year, 
July  31,  1867,  and  included  upwards  of  53,000 
names  — many  of  them  of  persons  who  were 
dead,  or  had  removed  from  the  city,  or  had 
changed  their  names  oi*  residences  within  the 
city  without  giving  notice  at  the  Library.  Great 
confusion  and  useless  labor  hence  resulted. 
Cards  were  still  issued  and  books  delivered  in  the 
names  of  persons  no  longer  living,  or  no  longer 
entitled  to  use  the  Library.  Many  borrowers,  it 
was  ascertained,  had  registered  false  names. 
One  person  had  in  use  three  cards  at  one  time, 
which  he  had  taken  under  aliases.  Several  per- 
sons have  taken  two  cards  on  one  name  at  differ- 
ent times.  Many  have  been  using  cards  of  other 
persons,  improperly  obtained. 
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It  is  not  simply  the  final  loss  of  the  property 
which  has  to  be  considered,  but  it  is  the  expense 
In  time  and  money  of  pursuing  delinquents,  the 
injustice  to  other  readers  desirous  of  using  the 
books,  and  more  than  all,  the  reproach  to  the 
institution  and  to  the  good  name  of  the  generally 
honest  and  careful  frequenters  of  the  Library. 

The  fact  which  alarmed  the  Trustees  is  this : 
That  while  the  circulation  of  the  Lower  Hall  last 
year  was  but  thirty  per  cent,  more  than  it  was  in 
1859,  when  the  present  building  was  first  occu- 
pied, the  losses  were  three  hundred  per  cent, 
more,  and  these  losses  have  mostly  arisen  from 
the  detention  of  books  by  persons  who  wantonly 
or  cai-elessly  deceived  the  registering  clei-k  about* 
their  residences,  and  cannot  now  be  found. 

The  most  obvious  and  the  most  usual  way  in 
such  cases  is  to  require  a pecuniary  voucher 
from  every  signer.  But  it  was  feared  that  this 
might  sometimes  operate  to  prevent  poor  but 
worthy  people  from  applying.  It  was,  therefore, 
proposed  to  try  first  a plan  of  requiring  every  one 
applying  for  a card  to  name  two  persons  who 
could  simply  verify  his  statements.  Such  refer- 
ence does  not  involve  any  pecuniary  responsi- 
bility on  the  part  of  the  persons  referred  to,  nor 
impose  any  trouble  upon  them,  nor  raise  any 
questions  of  delicacy  in  making  the  reference. 

But  such  references,  if  required  of  one,  must  be 
of  all.  Otherwise  ofl'ence  might  be  taken.  No 
registering  clerk  could  be  procured  who  would 
know  all  of  even  the  most  distinguished  citizens. 
No  thoughtful  person,  it  was  supposed,  would 
object  to  so  small  a service  for  the  public  good, 
when  he  considers  that  humbler  people  would 
have  their  pride  seriously  wounded  if  they  should 
notice  that  they  and  not  all  others  were  required 
to  give  the  meaus  of  verifying  their  statements. 
In  this  plan  there  seems  to  be  the  least  possible 
trouble  to  applicants  consistent  with  probable 
security  for  the  books,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped 
that  it  may  be  etfectual,  and  obviate  the  necessity 
of  resorting  to  more  stringent  measures. 

The  registration  has  proceeded  more  rapidly 
than  during  the  same  length  of  time  when  the 
first  records  were  opened  in  this  building.  Al- 
ready attempts  have  been  detected  at  forging 
the  names  of  other  persons  upon  the  application 
slip,  and  at  committing  various  irregularities 
which  would  have  caused  much  trouble  and 
expense,  had  they  not  been  forestalled. 

THE  LXDICATOR. 

A device  called  an  Indicator  has  recently  been 
introduced  into  the  Library,  the  object  of  which 


is  to  show  to  a borrower,  at  a glance,  without 
the  necessity  of  reference  to  an  attendant  of  the 
Library,  whether  any  book  sought,  is,  at  the 
moment,  on  the  shelf  or  lent  out,  and  therefore 
to  render  it  unnecessary  to  send  in  a card  indi- 
cating books  which  cannot  be  procui’ed. 

The  Indicator,  at  present  constructed,  ap- 
plies to  Alcoves  4,  7,  14,  and  17,  containing 
Works  of  Fiction  and  Juvenile  Books,  of  which 
a separate  Finding  List  has  been  printed. 

An  upright  framework  is  so  arranged  as  to 
receive  strips  of  wood  one  inch  square  and 
about  two  feet  in  length,  placed  one  above 
another,  to  represent  each  a shelf,  and  pierced 
with  rows  of  holes,  say  five-eighths  of  an  inch 
in  diametei’,  to  contain  revei'sible  pins,  each  of 
which  represents  a book. 

The  shelf- number  is  to  be  found  at  the  end  of 
each  strip.  The  number  denoting  the  order  of 
the  book  upon  tlie  shelf  is  placed  upon  each  end 
of  every  pin. 

The  pins  are  reversible.  On  one  end  of  each 
pin,  the  number  is  printed  in  black  on  white 
ground.  When  the  book  is  on  the  shelf,  this 
end  of  the  pin  is  always  turned  outwards. 

On  the  other  end  of  the  pin,  the  number  of  the 
book  is  printed  in  wihte  on  black  ground. 
When  the  book  is  out,  this  end  of  the  pin  is 
always  turned  outwards. 

The  use  of  the  Indicator  seems  to  have  been 
readily  understood  even  by  children.  It  has 
proved  already  of  the  greatest  convenience  to 
frequenters  of  the  Libraiy,  and  has  been  received 
with  much  favor.  There  seems  no  reason  to 
doubt  that  it  will  prove  permanently  useful. 


USE  OF  BOOKS  IN  BATES  HALL. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  books  in 
Bates  Hall  are  freely  lent  out  for  home  use.  All 
of  them,  except  such  as  were  presented  upon  the 
special  condition  that  they  should  not  be  taken 
from  the  Library,  can  be  borrowed  on  proper 
application,  unless  there  are  obvious  reasons  (as 
in  case  of  books  of  reference  and  of  very  cost- 
ly works)  why  they  should  never  be  allowed  to 
leave  the  building.

Public  Documents  of  the  U.  S. 

It  was  not  the  intention  in  the  notice  of  the  Libraiy,  which  was  in.serted  in  the  last 
number  of  the  Bulletin,  to  record  all  of  even  the  lai-ge  donations,  which  had  been  made  to 
tlie  Institution  ; but  the  omission  to  mention  the  very  important  collection  of  U.  S.  Public 
Documents,  including  at  first  about  1000  vols.  presented  by  the  Hon.  Edward  Everett  in 
1850,  in  accordance  with  a design  earlier  made  known,  was  simply  accidental,  arising  ap- 
parently from  the  misplacement  of  a sheet  of  the  manuscript  intended  for  the  printer. 
'With  the  volumes  of  the  same  series,  presented  by  the  Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop  and  his 
successors  in  Congress,  and  some  of  the  most  precious  of  the  very  earliest  publications  of 
the  Government,  collected  by  the  late  Hon.  Josiah  Quinc}',  and  presented  by  his  famil}", 
the  set  in  the  Public  Library  is  believed  to  be  as  complete  as  any  in  the  world,  if  not  ab- 
solutely' the  most  complete  of  any.

Note.  — To  account  for  discrepancies  noticeable  in  the  above  table,  compiled  from  the  Annual  deport-s,  it  should 
ho  stated  that,  prior  to  the  Heport  of  1861,  the  annual  statement  of  the  whole  number  of  volumes  was  obtaiiic  d by  adding  the 
accessions  of  the  year  to  the  previous  aggreg.ates ; and  although  the  numbers  in  both  Halls  are  now  obtained  by  actually 
counting  the  books  upon  the  shelf-lists,  there  still  remain  several  sources  of  unavoidable  discrepancies,  such  as  the  following :

gates, but  remain  as  originally  reported  among  the  accessions.

All  inhabitants  of  Boston  (including  Roxbury),  of  either  sex,  above  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  all  Clergymen  and  Teachers  having  regular  occupation  in  the  city,  all,  even  if

At  a meeting  of  the  Board,  held  for  organization,  Feb.  1,  "William  W.  Greenough,  Esq., 
was  unanimously  re-elected  President.  Prof.  Wm.  E.  Jillson,  the  General  Assistant  of 
the  Library,  was  unanimously  chosen  Superintendent.  Mr.  Jillson,  by  letter,  declined 
the  appointment,  acting  on  the  advice  of  his  physician.  Mr.  Edward  Capen  was  unani- 
mously re-elected  Librarian.  At  a meeting,  Feb.  25,  Mr.  Justin  Winsor  was  unanimously 
chosen  Superintendent. 


Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Bulletin,  the 
Library  and  the  community  have  experienced  an 
irreparable  loss  in  the  death  of  Charles  C.  Jew- 
ett, the  late  Superintendent.  He  was  attacked 
by  apoplexy  about  three  o’clock  on  the  after- 
noon of  the  8th  of  January,  1868,  while  at  his 
post  in  the  IJbrary,  and  in  a state  of  partial  pa- 
ralysis, was  a few  hours  later  conveyed  to  his 
home  at  Braintree.  He  became  unconscious  ou 
the  way,  and  after  lingering  through  the  early 
part  of  the  night,  died  an  hour  after  midnight, 
in  the  tifty-secoud  year  of  his  age.  'When  the 
sad  intelligence  reached  the  city,  through  the 
press  and  in  public  and  private  circles,  the  loss 
was  mourned  with  a more  extensive  recognition 
of  his  worth  than  often  follows  upon  the  death 
of  a citizen. 

On  the  10th,  a special  meeting  of  the  Trustees 
was  held,  when  they  were  addressed  by  their 
President,  W.  W.  Greeuough,  Esq.,  as  follows : 

“ Gentle.wen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

“ I have  asked  you  to  come  together  to-day 
for  tlie  purpose  of  taking  suitable  action  in  ref- 
erence to  the  death  of  Mr.  Charles  Coffln  Jew- 
ett, late  Superintendent  of  this  institution.  Mr. 
Jewett  had  early  given  his  attention  to  the  for- 
mation, arrangement  and  cataloguing  of  libra- 
ries. He  had  possessed  himself,  by  study  at 
home  and  abroad,  of  an  amount  of  general  ac- 
complishment in  this  specialty,  probably  une- 
qualled by  any  other  person  in  this  country.  In 
the  year  1855,  when  it  first  became  evident  that 
the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston  was, 
through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Bates,  to  become 
one  of  the  great  libraries  of  the  country,  the  ne- 
cessity of  securing  the  best  bibliographic  skill 
made  itself  evident  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
Portuuately,  at  this  time  Mr.  Jewett  had  given 
up  his  connection  with  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tute, and  was  read}'  for  a new  engagement.  His 
services  were  secured,  and  he  entered  upon  his 
new  duties  in  the  autumn  of  that  year,  tempora- 
rily at  the  library  of  Mr.  Ticknor,  until  a house 
in  Boylston  Place,  leased  by  the  Trustees,  was 
ready  for  the  books  given  by  Mr.  Bates.  He 
continued  his  -work  there  until  the  present  build- 
ing was  ready  for  the  deposit  of  the  whole  libra- 
ry. He  was  then,  in  the  year  1858,  elected  as 
Superintendent  by  the  City  Council,  upon  the 
unanimous  I'ecommeudation  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present  has 
been  its  recognized  head.  The  extent  and  vari- 
ety of  his  labors  can  only  be  known  to  those  who 
have  watched  over  his  work  during  its  progress. 
The  noble  catalogues  of  the  Bates  and  Lower 
Halls  owe  to  him  the  system,  arrangement  and 
completeness  which  have  made  them  not  only 
indispensable  to  every  one  using  the  Library, 
but  also  valuable  as  text-books  of  universal 
knowledge.  He  was  in  himself  a library  of  use- 
ful information,  and  the  result  of  its  application 
to  our  institution  has  been  the  creation  of  a sys- 
tem which  future  experience  will  find  it  hard  to 
improve.  I cannot  close  this  brief  sketch  with- 
out a reference  to  the  personal  qualities  which 
made  him  so  agreeable  an  associate,  not  only  to 
those  with  whom  he  was  officially  connected, 
but  to  all  who  consulted  him  in  reference  to 
their  wants  or  their  studies.  His  kindness  of 
manner  was  based  upon  real  kindness  of  heart. 
In  the  various  complicated  and  perplexing  duties 
which  he  was  called  upon  to  fulfil,  no  one  ever 
questioned  the  conscientiousness  as  well  as  the 
kindliness  of  their  discharge.  With  this  brief 


introduction,  I submit  the  matter  to  your  consid- 
eration, with  the  desire  that  there  shall  be  placed 
upon  our  records  a suitable  memorial  of  the  ser- 
vices which  he  has  rendered  to  the  Library,  and 
of  our  appreciation  of  his  qualities  as  a man.” 

The  following  preambles  and  resolutions  were 
then  passed  by  a unanimous  vote,  all  present 
rising  as  a mark  of  respect : — 

“ Whereas,  We  have  been  suddenly  called  upon 
to  recognize  the  hand  of  Divine  Providence,  laid 
in  token  of  His  will  to  receive  him,  upon  the 
head  of  one  who  was  connected  with  us  by  both 
official  and  friendly  ties  ; and 

“ Whereas,  In  the  loss  of  our  endeared  Superin- 
tendent we  feel  no  common  sorrow,  and  expe- 
rience unwonted  bewilderment;  therefore  be  it 

“Besolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Charles  Coffin 
Jewett  this  Libi-ary  is  deprived  of  a steadfast 
friend,  and  an  officer  of  such  ingenious  mind 
and  such  rare  knowledge  apposite  to  his  duty, 
that  we  hardly  know  where  to  find  his  equal. 

“JJesoZued,  That  during  the  years  that  he  has 
borne  official  relations  to  this  Board  and  its 
predecessors,  he  has  been  found  to  have  unvary- 
ing courtesy,  Christian  kindliness,  prudence  in 
counsel,  a skilful  readiness  in  practical  devices, 
and  untiring  forethought,  destined  to  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  this  institution. 

‘^Eesolved,  That  the  President  be  requested  to 
close  the  Library  on  the  day  set  apart  for  his 
funeral. 

“ Eesolved,  That  we  testify  our  most  sincere 
attachment  to  our  departed  friend  by  attending 
in  a body  the  ceremonies  of  his  burial. 

‘^Eesolved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  deceased  en- 
deared himself  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  con- 
tact, we  know  we  anticipate  the  wishes  of  the 
past  Trustees,  and  present  and  past  attendants  of 
the  Library  in  inviting  them  to  join  with  us  in 
the  last  solemnities  of  respect. 

“Eesolved,  That  these  proceedings  be  entered 
upon  the  records  of  this  Board. 

“Eesolved,  That  a copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
transmitted  to  the  family  of  Mr.  Jewett,  with  the 
assurance  of  our  entire  sympathy  for  them  in  the 
loss  of  a husband  and  a father  who  was  as  con- 
spicuous in  those  relations  as  he  was  efficient  in 
others,  more  particularly  within  our  cognizance. 

“Eesolved,  That  a copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
transmitted  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  for  the  in- 
foi’mation  of  the  City  Council. 

The  funeral  ceremonies  took  place  at  Trinity 
Church,  in  this  city,  on  Saturday,  the  11th  inst., 
at  noon ; and  were  conducted  by  Bishop  East- 
burn,  assisted  by  the  Eev.  Henry  Burroughs,  Jr., 
of  Christ  Church,  Quincy.  The  following  gen-

The  Lower  Hall  is  open,  for  the  delivery  of  books,  from  10,  a.  m.  nntil  8,  p.  m. 

The  Bates  Hall  is  open  for  delivery  of  books  for  home  use  as  well  as  for  use  in  the  hall, 
from  10,  A.  M.  until  one  half  hour  before  sunset. 

Persons  admitted  to  the  use  of  the  Library. 

All  inhabitants  of  Boston  (including  Roxbury)  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years  may 
use  the  Reading  Room. 

All  inhabitants  of  Boston  (including  Roxbury),  of  either  sex,  above  the  age  of  sixteen 
years,  all  Clergymen  and  Teachers  having  regular  occupation  in  the  city,  though  not 
residents,  who  have  signed  the  application  card  and  given  satisfactory  reference  to  two 
responsible  citizens ; and  all,  even  if  under  sixteen,  who  have  received  certificates  of 
graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence  prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools,  and  are  still  inhabitants 
of  Boston,  or  who  belong  to  the  Girls’  High  and  Normal  School,  are  entitled  to  a full 
use  of  the  Library. 

All  members  of  such  other  of  the  higher  educational  institutions  in  the  city  as  the 
Trustees  may  have  especially  permitted  are  entitled  to  a full  or  a partial  use  of  the 
Library. 

Any  stranger,  or  person  visiting  the  city,  may,  on  being  properly  recommended,  make 
use  of  the  books  within  the  Library  building.

The  P'ine  Arts  Room  is  open,  for  the  purpose  of  registering  the  names  of  those  desiring 
to  use  the  Library,  from  9,  a.  si.  until  8,  p.  si. 

The  Lower  Hall  is  open,  for  the  delivery  of  books,  from  10,  a.  si.  until  8,  p.  si. 

The  Bates  Plall  is  open  for  delivery  of  books  for  home  use  as  well  as  for  use  in  the  hall, 
from  10,  A.  SI.  until  one  half  hour  before  sunset. 


Persons  admitted  to  the  use  of  the  Library. 

All  inhabitants  of  Boston  (including  Roxbury)  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years  may 
use  the  Reading  Room. 

All  inhabitants  of  Boston  (including  Roxbur}'),  of  either  sex,  above  the  age  of  sixteen 
years ; all  Clergymen  and  Teachers  having  regular  occupation  in  the  city,  though  not 
residents,  who  have  signed  the  application  card  and  given  satisfactory  reference  to  two 
responsible  citizens  ; and  all,  even  if  under  sixteen,  who  have  received  certificates  of 
graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence  prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools,  and  are  still  inhabitants 
of  Boston,  or  who  belong  to  the  Girls’  High  and  Normal  School,  are  entitled  to  a full 
use  of  the  Library. 

All  members  of  such  other  of  the  higher  educational  institutions  in  the  city  as  the 
Trustees  may  have  especially  permitted,  are  entitled  to  a full  or  a partial  use  of  the 
Lilirary.

The  Fine  Arts  Room  is  open,  for  the  purpose  of  I’egistering  the  names  of  those  desiring 
to  use  the  Library,  from  9,  a.  m.  until  8,  p.  m. 

The  Lower  Ilall  is  open,  for  the  delivery  of  books,  from  10,  a.  m.  until  8,  p.  m. 

The  Bates  Hall  is  oj^en  for  delivery  of  books  for  home  use  as  well  as  for  use  in  the  hall, 
from  10,  A.  M.  until  one-half  hour  before  sunset. 


Persons  admitted  to  the  use  of  the  Library. 

Any  person  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room. 

All  inhabitants  of  Boston  (including  Roxbury),  above  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  all 
Clergymen  and  Teachers  having  regular  occupation  in  the  city,  though  not  residents,  who 
have  signed  the  application  card  and  given  satisfactory  reference  to  two  citizens ; and 
all,  even  if  under  sixteen,  who  have  received  certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Law- 
rence prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools,  and  are  still  inhabitants  of  Boston,  or  who  belong 
to  the  Girls’  High  and  Normal  School,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of  the  Library. 

All  members  of  such  other  of  the  higher  educational  institutions  in  the  city  as  the 
Trustees  may  have  especially  permitted  are  entitled  to  a full  or  a partial  use  of  the 
Library.

The  Library  Opens  at  9 o’clock,  A.  M., 

Every  secular  day  throughout  the  year,  except  the  five  legal  holidays,  and  such  other 
days  as  the  Trustees  may  direct. 

The  Reading  Room,  provided  with  seats  for  one  hundred  readers,  is  closed  at  10,  r.  m. 

The  Fine  Arts  Room,  where  ladies  can  use  the  Lower  Hall  catalogues,  is  closed  at  8,  v.  m. 

The  Lower  Hall  delivery  of  books  ceases  at  8,  p.  m.  This  hall  now  contains  over 
28,000  volumes. 

The  Bates  Plall  delivery  of  books  for  home  use  as  well  as  for  use  in  the  hall,  ceases  at 
6,  p.  M.,  from  October  to  March,  and  at  7,  p.  m.,  from  April  to  September.  This  hall 
now  contains  over  118,000  volumes. 

Persons  Admitted  to  Use  the  Library. 

Any  person  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room  (which  has 
now  by  far  the  best  collection  of  American  and  foreign  periodicals  in  the  country),  and, 
if  above  sixteen,  may  make  use  of  the  books  within  the  building. 

All  inhabitants  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  sixteen  years ; all  Clergymen  and 
Teachers  having  regular  occupation  in  the  city,  though  not  residents  ; and  all,  even 
if  under  sixteen,  who  have  received  certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence 
prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools,  and  are  still  inhabitants  of  Boston,  or  who  belong  to 
the  Girls’  High  and  Normal  Schools,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of  the  Library.  All  classes 
in  this  paragraph  must  have  signed  the  application  card  and  given  satisfactory  refer- 
ence to  two  citizens.  The  registration  takes  L>lace  in  the  Fine  Arts  Room. 

All  members  of  such  other  of  the  higher  educational  institutions  in  the  city,  as  the 
Trustees  ma}'  have  especially  permitted,  are  entitled  to  a full  or  a partial  use  of  the 
Library. 


THE  CATALOGUES. 


Lower  Hall. — This  popular  department  contains 
upwards  of  28,000  volumes.  Author,  title,  or  subject 
being  known,  a book  may  be  found  by  consulting 
the  Finding  List  (for  sale  at  the  desk  at  two  cents  each) 
of  that  class  of  books  to  which  it  belongs.  The  lists 
now  issued  are ; 

1.  Fiction  and  Juvenile  books  (3d  edition). 

2.  Sciences,  Arts,  and  I’rofessions. 

3.  Biography  and  Travels. 

4.  History,  Politics,  etc. 

5.  Books  in  Foreign  Languages. 

That  for  Poetry,  the  Drama,  and  Collections  (like 
Bohn’s  Libraries,  etc.),  now  in  press,  will  complete 
the  series  of  Finding  Lists.  For  books  in  this  de- 
partment the  reader  must,  for  the  present,  consult 
the  old  catalogue  of  1858,  and  its  eight  supplements, 
which  are  provided  on  the  tables. 

All  current  additions,  except  duplicates,  are  noted 
in  the  ^lanuscrijjt  Daily  Bulletin,  which  is  kept  at 
the  desk,  and  in  the  successive  numhers  of  the 
vrinted  Bi-monthly  Bulletins.  The  books  of  this  hall 
are  known  by  having  shelf-numbers  below  2110. 

It  is  the  intention  to  provide  duplicates  in  this 
hall  to  as  great  an  extent  as  the  circulation  will 
warr.ant;  and  suggestions  regarding  particular  hooks 
will  be  gladly  received,  blanks  for  making  such  sug- 
gestions being  provided  at  the  desk. 

Bates  Hall. — The  basis  of  the  printed  Indexes  is- 
the  Card  Catalogue,  which  shows  the  titles  at  greater 
length,  and  furnishes  more  extensive  cross-references. 
In  cases  of  need,  fliis  can  be  consulted.  To  find  a 
book  in  the  printed  Indexes,  look  under  the  author’s 
name;  or  under  the  first  word  of  the  title  (not  an 
article  or  preposition),  if  anonymous.  If  these  are 
not  known  to  the  seeker,  look  under  the  word  desig- 
nating the  subject  of  the  book,  selecting  the  most 
specific  word  possible;  and,  if  not  found  there,  ex- 
amine the  titles  under  any  words  referred  to  in  the 
note  appended  to  such  specific  word.  Look  under 
the  place  of  their  location,  for  societies,  public  insti- 
tutions, and  their  publications;  excejit  when  a geo- 
graphical name  begins  a society’s  name,  then  look 
under  that  word. 

Books  added  since  186()  will  be  found  entered  in 
the  Interleaved  Catalogue,  kept  in  the  hall ; but  no 
cross-references  under  subjects  are  entered  there. 
Facilities  under  these  heads  can  be  sought  in  the 
Card  Catalogue,  upon  application. 

A Manuscript  Bulletin  kept  at  the  desk  will  show 
the  books  added  from  day  to  day,  if,  in  the  case  of 
American  books,  they  have  been  printed  within  a 
year,  and  of  foreign  books,  within  three  years.  New 


accessions  of  an  older  date  are  entered  in  the  Inter- 
leaved Catalogue  only. 

In  the  printed  Bi-monthly  Bulletins  all  books  num- 
bered above  2110  are  in  this  hall. 

The  printed  Indexes,  in  two  volumes,  are  for  sale 
at  S2.00  each,  and  the  printed  Bulletins  at  two  cents 
each,  at  the  desk. 


STABBED  BOOKS  IN  THE  BATES  HALL. 

Stars  are  prefixed  only  to  the  title  which  has  the 
imprint,  and  not  to  cross-references. 

Books  with  two  stars  against  their  numbers  were 
given  to  the  library  on  condition  of  their  not  leaving 
the  building. 

Three  stars  are  put  against  such  books  as  it  would 
be  very  difficult  or  expensive  to  replace;  and,  to  in- 
sure permission  to  take  them  from  the  building, 
sufficient  reasons  must  be  stated  in  the  application, 
which  comes  under  the  supervision  of  certain  Trus- 
tees. 

A larger  class  of  books  have  one  star  attached  to 
them,  and  theyare  of  several  kinds.  1.  Those  not  easily 
replaced.  2.  Those  belonging  to  long  sets,  which,  if 
broken,  lose  much  of  their  value,  and  which  it  is 
often  difficult  to  complete  again.  3.  Those  which 
from  their  nature  are  books  of  reference,  and  fitted 
to  serve  a greater  number  in  the  building  than  when 
in  circulation.  4.  Those  which  are  duplicates  of 
books  in  the  Lower  Hall,  where  they  freely  circulate, 
and  where  sufficient  copies  will  be  kept  to  meet  the 
demand,  and  which  are  put  in  this  hall  for  pur- 
poses of  reference  only. 

Under  circumstances  requiring  it,  judged  of  in 
each  case  both  as  regards  the  book  wanted  and  the 
applicant’s  needs,  applications  for  taking  such  one- 
st.arred  books  will  be  granted,  if  filled  out  in  the 
blanks  provided.  These  applications  come  under  the 
decision  of  the  Superintendent,  or  such  ofiScer  as  he 
may  appoint  for  the  purpose. 

All  the.se  books  can  be  usedin  the  /ia((  without  such 
application  ; and  readers  will  bear  in  mind  that 
oftentimes  they  had  better  subject  themselves  to  the 
inconvenience  of  consulting  them  in  the  building 
(and  they  will  be  retained  for  evening  use  in  the 
Lower  Hall,  if  word  is  given  at  the  desk)  than  that 
the  complete  efficiency  of  the  Library  should  be 
hazarded  by  taking  them  away.  They  will  remem- 
ber that  elsewhere  such  a collection  as  this  in  the 
Bates  Hall  would  invariably  be  considered  as  most 
serviceable  when  used  for  reference  only.  Not  an- 
other public  library  in  the  world  offers  an  equally 
extensive  and  valuable  collection  for  general  circula- 
tion.

Is,  in  this  Library,  accorded  to  all  persons,  desiring  .any  book  not  in  its  possession,  of  asking,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the 
purpose,  that  it  may  be  immediately  purchased;  and  the  assurance  is  given, that,  unless  there  is  some  special  reason 
why  it  should  not  be  ordered,  it  will  be  procured  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  applicant  will  be  notified  of  its  reception. 
If  duplicates  are  asked  for,  they  will  be  ordered,  provided  our  records  show  a circulation  of  the  present  copies  to  warrant 
such  additions. 


Special  Notice. 

For  the  purpose  of  shortening  the  time  reqlired  to  get  a book,  a change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of  charging 
books  to  borrowers. 

Slips,  provided  at  the  desk,  must  have  the  shelf-numbers  of  the  books  desired  filled  in  by  the  applicant,  who  W'ill  also 
write  ri..\iNEY  the  name  and  residence  as  on  his  card,  and  the  c.vrd  must  be  presented  each  time  with  the  slip. 

The  cards  now  in  use  may  be  used  as  long  as  serviceable, “^but  the  numbers  of  the  books  desired  will  no  longer  be  written 
on  them,  but  on  the  slips. 

It  will  be  better  for  e.ach  card-holder  to  exchange  his  card  (in  the  Fine  Arts  Room)  for  the  one  to  be  issued  hereafter 
which  will  servo  for  either  Hall. 


The  Use  of  the  Library 

Is  increasing  in  a ratio  never  before  known.  In  tbe  Bates  Hael,  from  the  time  the  Library  opened,  after  the  last  annual 
examination,  to  the  1st  of  March,  the  total  number  of  issues  of  books  to  readers  w'as  by  actual  count,  in  1867,  13,336;  in 
1808,  18,113;  and  in  1869,  2'2,379.  For  the  month  of  February  in  these  years,  the  two  classes  of  issues  were  as  follows : — 

1867,  Ilall  use,  1,068 ; Home  use,  1,668;  total,  2,736. 

1868,  “ 2,246  “ 2,294  “ 4,540. 

1859,  ■“  2,059  “ 2,635  “ 4,694. 

In  the  Lower  IIall,  the  total  issues  to  March  1st,  from  the  beginning  of  the  Library  year,  were,  for  1867  , 99,9.59 ; for  1868, 
82,302;  for  1869,  101,756.  The  enumeration  in  this  Hall  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  from  actual  count;  for  1807,  it  was 
taken  from  an  automatic  “ numerator,”  now  discarded,  which  was  proved  to  exaggerate  14,000  in  the  course  of  a year. 
The  issues  from  this  Hall  are  probably  now  several  thousands  in  excess  of  the  largest  delivery  ever  before  made  in  the 
same  period. 

In  the  Periodicae  Reading  Room,  the  number  of  magazines  issued  to  readers  in  the  month  of  February,  for  1867,  was 
8,331;  for  1868,  11,118;  for  1869,  12,235.

The  Library  Opens  at  9 o’clock,  A.  M., 

Every  secular  clay  thi-ougliout  the  year,  except  the  five  legal  holidaj^s,  and  such  other 
days  as  the  Trustees  may  direct. 

The  Heading  Eoom,  provided  with  seats  for  one  hundred  readers,  is  closed  at  10,  p.  m. 

The  Fine  Arts  Room,  where  ladies  can  use  the  Lower  Hall  catalogues,  is  closed  at  8,  p.  m. 

The  Lower  Hall  delivery  of  books  ceases  at  8,  p.  m.  This  hall  now  contains  more 
than  28,000  volumes. 

The  Bates  Hall  delivery  of  books  for  home  use  as  well  as  for  use  in  the  hall,  ceases  at 
6,  p.  M.,  from  October  to  March,  and  at  7,  p.  m.,  from  April  to  September.  This  hall 
now  contains  more  than  118,000  volumes. 

Persons  Admitted  to  Use  the  Library. 

Any  person  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room  (which  has 
now  by  far  the  best  collection  of  American  and  foreign  periodicals  in  the  country),  and, 
if  above  sixteen,  may  make  use  of  the  books  within  the  building. 

All  inhabitants  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  sixteen  years ; all  Clergymen  and 
Teachers  having  regular  occupation  in  the  city,  though  not  residents  ; and  all,  even 
if  under  sixteen,  who  have  received  certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence 
prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools,  and  are  still  inhabitants  of  Boston,  or  who  belong  to 
the  Girls’  High  and  Normal  Schools,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of  the  Library.  All  classes 
in  this  paragraph  must  have  signed  the  application  card  and  given  satisfactory  refer- 
ence to  two  citizens.  The  registration  takes  place  in  the  Fine  Arts  Room. 

All  members  of  such  other  of  the  higher  educational  institutions  in  the  city,  as  the 
Trustees  may  have  especially  permitted,  are  entitled  to  a full  or  a partial  use  of  the 
Library. 


Classes  using  the  Library. 

By  an  examination  of  the  application  siips,  it  has  been  found  that,]araong  those  regularly  entitled  to  draw  books  from 
the  library,  the  females  bear  the  proportion  to  the  maies  of  about  live  to  six.  More  than  two-tbirda  of  the  females  have  no 
business  occupation;  while  less  th.an  one-twelfth  of  the  m,ales  are  in  th.at  category. 

Of  1542  females  with  regular  occup.ations,  300  were  pupils  or  students;  375  were  tc.achers,  or  of  other  professional 
employments;  587  were  engaged  in  some  mechanical  vocation  ; and  the  rest  were  saleswomen,  users  of  the  pen  iu  some 
capacity,  or  of  various  other  occupations. 

Of  G054  males  whose  occupations  were  noted,  1045  (including  154  carpenters,  152  printers,  146  machinists,  77  tailors, 
and  74  painters)  pursued  some  trade  or  manufacture;  2025  were  in  some  mercantile  employment,  — embracing  911  clerks, 
350  s.alesmen,  320  merchants,  220  bookkepeers,  etc. ; 523  were  of  some  professional  occupation,  — as  106  lawyers,  88  editors 
and  reporters,  82  clergymen,  100  teachers,  152  physicians,  surgeons,  dentists,  etc. ; 120  public  ollicials;  237  of  the  labor- 
ing classes ; 158  of  artistic  pursuits ; 224  dealers  of  various  kinds ; 750  pupils  and  students ; 200  shop  or  store  boys,  etc. 

The  above  enumerations  have  no  reference  to  the  large  numbers  who  use  books  iu  the  building,  without  having 
applied  for  cards  to  obtain  books  for  home  use. 


To  Librarians, 

A circular,  covering  30  questions  concerning  library  economy  and  experience,  which  we  have  addressed  to  over  280  libra- 
ries in  this  country  and  Europe,  has  elicited  173  responses ; and  of  211  sent  to  American  libraries,  no  reply  has  been  received 
from  70  ; and  of  73  sent  to  foreign  libraries,  none  from  41.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  librarians  interested  in  tabulating  infor- 
mation, which  will  be  published  for  the  benefit  of  all,  will  be  willing  to  assist  in  accumulating  this  valuable  material ; and  no 
librarian,  because  of  the  insignificant  size  of  the  collection  in  his  charge,  need  hesitate  communicating  with  us,  as  the  class 
of  facts  from  such  libraries  is  quite  as  valuable  for  the  public  good,  and  for  the  enligliteninent  of  such  as  have  control  of 
similar  institutions,  or  contemplate  founding  them,  as  the  experience  and  data  of  the  larger  collections.  We  shall  be

To  the  Medical  Profession. 

It  is  not  supposed  we  hazard  a denial,  if  we  assert  that  the  Public  Library  of  Boston  offers  facilities  for  investigation 
in  medicine  and  surgery  not  equalled  by  any  other  collection  in  New  England,  and  surpassed  by  few  in  the  country,  as  it 
numbers  at  present  not  much  short  of  six  thousand  volumes.  Besides  this,  there  is  a large  collection  of  pamphlets,  all  of 
which  are  now  arranged,  and  will  be,  before  many  months  are  passed,  catalogued,  bouud,  and  placed  on  the  shelves.  This 
department  embraces  over  five  per  cent,  of  the  entire  general  collection  in  the  Bates  Hall;  and,  heretofore,  the  use  of  this 
section  has  been  over  six  per  cent,  of  the  whole  issues  of  this  hall.  The  profession  in  Boston  and  vicinity  maintain  so  high 
rank  in  the  investigations  of  their  science,  that  it  needs  but  be  known  how  excellent  a working  apparatus  this  library  offers 
them  greatly  to  increase  its  usefulness.  The  ordinance  of  the  city  for  the  government  of  the  library  restricts  the  circula- 
tion of  its  books  to  “ the  citizens  and  residents  ” of  the  city ; but  no  visitors  are  ever  denied  the  use  of  the  books  within  the 
building.  We  aim  in  this  department,  as  in  every  other,  to  be  the  literary  purveyors  of  every  class  of  students  and  inves- 
tigators; and  we  rarely  refuse  to  procure,  through  our  agents  in  all  the  great  book-marts  of  the  world,  any  special  mono- 
graph or  other  work  that  may  be  needed  by  any  user  of  the  library,  if  we  do  not  chance  already  to  possess  it.  Specialists 
may  prefer  to  buy  the  particular  books  that  they  most  require,  rather  than  frequent  a public  library  for  the  same,  but  there 
are  some  works,  like  Mascagni’s  Anatomia  Universe  (of  which  we  have  a magnificent  colored  copy),  that  few  private  col- 
lectors can  well  afl’ord  to  purchase;  while  still  others,  like  the  long  sets  of  the  important  journals  of  all  countries,  are  too  ex- 
tensive for  private  shelves.  Most  of  these  last  the  medical  student  will  find  in  this  department  of  our  library.  The  physi- 
ologist will  find  here  a very  excellent  gathering  of  works  on  physiology.  The  larger  part  of  Professor  Brown-Sdquard’s 
library,  when  he  left  this  country,  was  transferred  to  our  shelves;  and  pains  were  taken  to  suijply  such  deficiencies  as  we 
then  had  left.  If  any  are  still  noticed,  we  should  be  glad  to  be  informed  of  them. 


A Special  Privilege 

Is,  in  this  Library,  accorded  to  all  persons,  desiring  any  book  not  in  its  possession,  of  asking,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the 
purpose,  that  it  may  be  immedi.ately  purchased;  and  the  assurance  is  given, that,  unless  there  is  some  special  reason 
why  it  should  not  be  ordered,  it  will  be  procured  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  applicant  will  be  notified  of  its  receptiont. 
If  duplicates  are  asked  for,  they  will  be  ordered,  i)rovided  our  records  show  a circulation  of  the  present  copies  to  warrant 
such  additions.

The  Library  Opens  at  9 o’clock,  A.  M., 

Every  secular  day  throughout  the  year,  except  the  five  legal  holidays,  and  such  other 
days  as  the  Trustees  may  direct. 

The  Reading  Room,  provided  with  seats  for  one  hundred  readers,  is  closed  at  10,  p.  m. 

The  Fine  Arts  Room,  where  ladies  can  use  the  Lower  Hall  catalogues,  is  closed  at  8,  p.  m. 

The  Lower  Hall  delivery  of  books  ceases  at  8,  p.  m.  This  hall  now  contains  more 
than  29,000  volumes. 

The  Bates  Hall  delivery  of  books  for  home  use,  as  well  as  for  use  in  the  hall,  ceases  at 
6,  p.  M.,  from  October  to  March  inclusive,  and  at  7,  p.  m.,  from  April  to  September 
inclusive.  This  hall  now  contains  more  than  125,000  volumes. 


Persons  Admitted  to  Use  the  Library. 

Any  person  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room  (which  has 
now  by  far  the  best  collection  of  American  and  foreign  periodicals  in  the  country),  and, 
if  above  sixteen,  may  make  use  of  the  books  within  the  building. 

All  inhabitants  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  sixteen  jmars ; all  Clergymen  and 
Teachers  having  regular  occupation  in  the  city,  though  not  residents ; and  all,  even 
if  under  sixteen,  who  have  received  certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence 
prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools,  and  are  still  inhabitants  of  Boston,  or  who  belong  to 
the  Girls’  High  and  Normal  Schools,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of  the  Library.  All  classes 
in  this  paragraph  must  have  signed  the  application  card  and  given  satisfactory  refer- 
ence to  two  citizens.  The  registration  takes  place  in  the  Fine  Arts  Room. 

All  members  of  such  other  of  the  higher  educational  institutions  in  the  city,  as  the 
Trustees  may  have  especially  permitted,  are  entitled  to  a full  or  a partial  use  of  the 
Library. 


To  the  Clergy. 

Our  Library  is  particularly  rich  in  every  department  of  interest  to  the  book-loving  clergy.  The  Prince  Library 
makes  us  strong  in  the  old  theology  that  was  discussed  among  our  ancestors  in  New  England  one  or  two  hundred 
years  ago.  The  Parker  Library  was  the  collection  of  a man  curious  in  theological  lore.  Our  general  collection  shows 
that  one  of  its  strongest  departments  is  that  of  theology  and  the  cognate  subjects,  including  ecclesiastical  history.  Alto* 
gether,  there  is  no  branch  of  professional  inquiry,  so  strong  within  our  walls  as  this.  In  the  Bates  Hall,  we  have  in  this 
division  of  the  general  collection  9,400  volumes;  in  the  Parker  Library,  3,243  volumes;  in  the  Prince,  872  volumes;  In  the 
Bowditcli,  144  volumes,  — making  a total  of  nearly  14,000  volumes,  or  more  than  11  per  cent,  of  the  125,000  volumes 
now  contained  in  that  hall.  Add  to  this  what  is  placed  in  the  Lower  Hall,  of  a popular  nature,  and  of  the  commoner 
kind  of  books,  and  we  may  point  to  a library  of  15,000  volumes,  ol  interest  to  students  in  this  department.  These 
figures  place  our  library  among  the  foremost  in  this  respect  in  the  country;  that  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  of 
New  York  City,  with  its  28,000  volumes,  taking  the  first  rank,  among  those  which  are  exclusively  theological.  We  have 
not  neglected  any  section  of  the  subject.  Bibles  and  commentaries  in  all  languages ; liturgical  works ; hymnology;  sys- 
tematic theology;  homiletics;  patristical  and  controversial  divinity ; ethnical  and  mythological  beliefs;  the  collected 
works  of  famous  theologians;  ecclesiasiical  history  of  all  countries  and  all  orders  of  priesthood;  missions;  denomina- 
tions; ecclesiastical  biography,  — have  all  received  attention,  and  arc  well  represented  on  the  shelves.  A few  years 
since  wc  bought  the  library  of  the  Rev.  Chester  Field,  a zealous  collector  of  works  relating  to  the  Methodist  church 
and  wc  have  probably  more  ample  materials  for  the  history  of  Methodism  than  can  be  found  elsewhere. 


Special  Volumes  and  Collections. 

It  Is  our  custom,  after  any  signiticant  event,  to  make  a collection  of  all  newspapers,  magazines,  prints,  etc.,  relating 
to  the  same,  and  to  bind  them  in  volumes  to  be  put  on  our  shelves.  In  this  way  the  record  of  the  assassination  of  the 
late  President  Lincoln  is  preserved  in  fourteen  folios;  of  thejdeath  of  Mr.  Everett  in  one  volume;  of  the  Portland 
fire  in  another;  of  the  sentiment  of  the  country  as  signified  in  the  press  of  the  nation  on  the  morning  following 
the  election  of  President  Grant,  in  two  volumes;  of  Decoration  day  in  May  last.  In  one  volume;  of  the  Odd  Fellows’ 
semi-centenary  in  April  last,  in  another;  of  the  recent  gale,  in  still  another,  etc. 

In  making  up  these  volumes,  we  have  been  under  obligations  to  the  press  of  Boston,  which  has  put  at  our  disposal 
the  mass  of  its  exchanges. 

AVe  are  now  making  collections  for  similar  volumes,  commemorative  of  the  recent  Humboldt  anniversary,  and  we 
hope  to  make  a pretty  complete  record  of  the  celebration  of  the  day,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe.  Prof.  Agassiz 
will  contribute  the  manuscript  of  his  address,  and  Dr.  Holmes  and  Mrs.  Howe,  autograph  copies  of  their  poems, 
delivered  in  connection  with  the  celebration  in  this  city. 

AVe  shall  be  pleased  to  receive,  from  any  source,  any  paper,  number  of  magazine,  broadside,  print,  etc.,  illustrat- 
ing that  event,  as  well  as  every  article  in  print  which  the  recent  Stowe-Byron  controversy  has  brought  out,  as  it  is 
intended  to  make  this  the  subject  of  another  volume,  and  our  foreign  agents  have  had  orders  to  gather  everything 
abroad  in  any  manner  relating  to  it. 

AA''e  are  also  intending  to  form  a special  collection  of  FranklUiiana,  as  a memorial  to  the  fame  of  that  distin- 
guished son  of  Boston,  to  embrace  every  edition  of  his  works  or  of  any  one  of  them,  every  hook  written  either  wholly  or 
in  part  about  him,  every  magazine  article,  portrait,  broadside  or  memento  of  any  kind  relating  to  him;  and  we  will 
gratefully  acknowledge  any  assistance  that  may  be  rendered  us  iu  making  the  collection  complete. 


The  Public  Library  of  Melbourne. 

AA'e  have  received  a complete  set  of  the  catalogues  of  the  library  and  museums  of  this  fast-growiog  institution, 
together  with  a number  of  valuable  volumes  relating  to  Victoria,  the  whole  accompauied  by  a letter  detailing  their 
experience  in  library  matters,  from  Sir  Redmond  Barry,  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Melbourne,  and  one  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Library.  AA^e  have  reciprocated  with  copies  of  our  catalogues  and  documents;  and  various  literary  and 
other  institutions  of  Boston  and  the  State  have  kindly  forwarded  to  us  contributions  of  their  own,  so  that  we  have 
been  enabled  to  send  a large  box  to  Melbourne.

Finding  Lists. 

A new  edition  of  the  Finding  List  of  Englisli  Prose  Fiction  (including  Juvenile  Fiction)  has  just  been  issued.  The 
previous  editions  were  lists  of  the  books  contained  in  alcoves  IV,  VII,  XIV,  and  XVII,  where  works  of  fiction  have  mostly 
been  placed.  But  ns  some  works  not  fictitious  are  found  in  these  alcoves,  and  as  many  which  are  fictitious  are  in  othi  r 
alcoves,  particularly  in  those  devoted  to  Collections  (like  Ilarper’s  Family  Library,  Const.able’s  Miscellany,  etc.),  the 
present  edition  has  been  made  strictly  a Class  List,  and  now  contains  the  titles  of  all  works  of  fiction  in  the  Lower  Hall. 
Besides  its  main  use  as  a catalogue  of  the  hooks  of  this  description,  it  will  he  found  valuable  for  reference  on  account  of 
the  information  it  contains  in  regard  to  the  autliorsliip  of  many  anonymous  and  pseudonymous  hooks. 

The  Finding  List  for  Poetry,  tile  Drama,  Essays,  and  Collections,  — which  will  also  he  a Class  List,  — is  in  an  advanced 
state  of  preparation,  and  its  publication  will  take  place  as  soon  as  it  can  be  read  through  tlie  press  with  the  proper  care. 


Pamplilets. 

The  collection  of  p.amphlets  belonging  to  the  Library  is  now  all  arranged;  and  many  of  them  are  in  hound  volumes  and 
catalogued.  It  is  our  intention  in  future  to  keep  no  pamphlets  unbound,  except  in  order  to  complete  sets  or  series.  These 
we  shall  put  on  the  shelves  in  boxes,  and  substitute  for  the  box  the  bound  volume,  when  the  needful  numbers  are 
procured.  We  renew  our  solicitations  for  lots  of  pamphlets,  which  we  will  willingly  send  for,  if  informed  that  they  are 
ready  for  us.  The  chances  are,  that  any  miscellaneous  lot  will  contain  a fair  proportion  of  the  very  pamphlets  we  want,  and 
the  others  will  avail  us  in  exchanges.  We  have  some  30,000  (more  or  less)  duplicate  pamphlets,  all  arranged,  and  are  ready 
to  exchange  them  for  others  that  we  have  not. 


The  Tosti  Engravings. 

This  collection,  given  to  the  Library  by  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Appleton,  has  now  arrived  from  Rome,  and  as  soon  as  it  can 
be  put  ill  order,  such  an  exhibition  of  a part  or  all  of  it,  as  is  practicable,  will  be  made;  and  public  notice  will  be  given 
thereof. 

The  previous  owner  of  this  collection,  which,  at  the  time  of  its  purchase,  was  esteemed  the  finest  in  Rome,  was  the 
Cardinal  (Antonio)  Tosti,  who  died  March  23,  1856,  aged  90.  He  resided  for  a long  time  at  Aventiiie.  In  1834  he  was 
made  treasurer  of  the  pontifical  government,  a post  which  he  continued  to  hold  for  ten  years,  when  he  resigned  it  into 
the  hands  of  Gregory  xvi.  He  is  regarded  as  founder  of  the  industrial  and  artistic  school  in  the  hospital  of  San  Michele, 
of  which  institution  he  was  director  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  huried  in  the  cliurch  of  St.  Cecilia,  Trastevere.  He 
had  long  been  a patron  of  art,  and  under  his  auspices  Calamatta  and  Mercuri  were  sent  to  Paris,  and  there  rose  to  the  head 
of  their  profession  as  engravers.  A considerable  number  of  their  productions,  in  proof  before  letter,  appear  in  the  present 
collection  as  gifts  to  their  patron.

The  Bates  Hall  delivery  of  books  for  home  use,  as  well  as 
for  use  in  the  hall,  ceases  at  6 o’clock,  P.  Ji.,  from  October  to 
March,  inclusive,  and  at  7 o’clock,  P.  m.,  from  April  to  Sep- 
tember, inclusive.  This  hall  now  contains  about  126,000 
volumes. 


Persons  Admitted  to  use  tbe  Library. 

I.  To  use  periodicals  or  hooks  in  the  building.  Any 
person  above  the  age  of  14  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room 
forperiodicals,  and,  if  above  16,  may  make  use  of  the  books 
within  the  building,  without  previous  registration. 

II.  To  take  books  away  from  the  building.  All  citizens 
and  residents  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  16  years;  all  non- 
resident Clergymen  and  Teachers  having  regular  occupation 
in  the  city ; and  all  inhabitants,  even  if  under  16,  who  have 
received  certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence 
prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools,  or  who  belong  to  the  Girls’ 
High  and  Normal  Schools,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of  the 
Library.  All  these  must  sign  the  application  card,  and  give 
the  names  of  two  citizens,  who  may  be  consulted,  if  necessary. 
The  registration  takes  place  in  the  Fine  Arts  Uoom. 

III.  Members  of  such  other  of  the  higher  educational  insti- 
tutions in  tile  city  as  the  Trustees  may  have  especially  per- 
mitted arc  entitled  to  a full  ora  partial  use  of  the  Library. 


The  Prince  Library. 

The  completed  catalogue  of  this  Library,  now  a part  of  our  collection,  l«  nearly  ready  for  delivery.  It  Is  a volume  of 
the  sane  fjrui  as  the  Hites  11  ill  c it  Uo:;ues,  and  coat lins  one  Imudrel  and  sove  ity*livo  p i^es.  The  iulroductiou  gives  a 
succinct  history  of  the  Libriry.  The  first  part,  embracing  the  titles  of  books  printed  in,  or  relating  to  America,  has  been 
c )nsiderably  corrected  since  the  tentative  issue  of  this  p irt  in  August  lSi55,  and  we  are  iudebte  I to  several  scholars  versed 
in  fairly  New  England  books  for  assistance  rendered.  The  second  part  shows  mainly  the  ancient  theological  library  of  the 
Old  South  Church,  all  the  works  in  whicli  were  printed  abroad,  and  a large  number  of  them  in  Latin.  The  third  part  is  a 
synoptical  summary  of  the  manuscripts  of  the  collection,  and  wh  it  these  precious  memorials  contain  is  now  for  the  first 
time  made  completely  manifest,  each  document  being  numbered  and  described.

On  Saturday,  November  20th,  351  books  were  issued  in  the  Bates  Hall,  the  largest  number  ever  issued  in  one  day  from 
tliat  ball.

To  the  Legal  Profession. 

The  Public  Library  has  never  attempted  to  compete  with  the  excellent  Social  Law  Library  of  this  city  in  its  peculiar 
province;  and  the  nearness  of  that  coliection  to  the  courts  renders  it  much  easier  of  access  for  practitioners.  In  inter- 
national law,  however,  and  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  government,  we  have  aimed  to  make  as  perfect  a collection 
as  practicable.  In  the  statutes  and  documents  of  the  state,  and  in  the  ordinances  and  documents  of  the  city,  wo  aim  to  bo 
as  complete  as  possible.  Our  set  of  congressional  documents  is  now  esteemed  the  finest  in  existence,  the  foundation  of 
it  having  been  laid  by  the  late  Edward  Everett,  and  it  having  been  augmented  by  the  lion.  Robert  C.  Winthrop,  and,  in 
the  very  important  era  of  the  war  of  1S12,  by-  the  heirs  of  the  late  venerable  Josi.ah  Quincy.  Our  set  of  the  British  par- 
liamentary publications  is  very  extensive ; and  our  series  of  the  British,  French  and  American  patent  specifications  are  pre- 
sumed to  be  perfect.  W'e  have  endeavored  to  get  everything  in  all  languages  touching  upon  the  recent  civil  war  in  its 
legal  aspects.  The  Library  is  very  rich  in  the  literature  of  all  applied  arts  and  sciences,  furnishing  the  means  of  investiga- 
tion ill  every  direction  likely  to  be  sought  for  by  lawyers  with  a promiscuous  clientage. 


The  Tosti  Engravings. 

Tiirough  the  continued  kindness  of  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Appleton,  the  glass  to  such  of  these  engravings  as  were  framed, 
— broken  in  transp  ortation, — has  been  replaced,  and  such  an  exhibition  as  is  practicable  is  now  made  of  them  in  the  Lower 
Halls  and  in  the  Bates  Il.all.  A plan  of  a catalogue  both  of  these  and  of  the  125  volumes  and  several  portfolios,  constituting 
the  rest  of  the  collection,  is  now  under  consider.ation  ; but,  with  the  press  of  work  resting  upon  the  cataloguing  depart- 
ment of  the  Library  it  is  not  impossible  that  the  publication  of  it  will  be  for  some  time  delayed. 


A Special  Privilege

purpose,  that  it  may  be  immediately  purchased;  and  the  assurance  is  given, that,  unless  there  is  some  special  reason 
why  it  should  not  be  ordered,  it  will  be  procured  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  applicant  will  bo  notified  of  its  reception. 
If  duplicates  for  the  Lower  UallsiTc  asked  for,they  will  be  ordered,  provided  our  records  showa  circulation  of  the  present 
copies  to  warrant  such  additions.  In  asking  that  a duplicate  shall  be  purchased,  the  applicant  will  be  particular  to  desig- 
nate it  as  such.

The  Prince  Library. 

The  completed  catalogue  of  this  Library,  now  a part  of  our  collection,  is  ready  for  delivery.  It  is  a volume  of 
the  same  form  as  the  B.atos  Hall  catalogues,  and  contains  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  pages.  The  Introduction  gives  a 
succinct  history  of  the  Library.  The  first  part,  embracing  the  titles  of  books  printed  in,  or  relating  to,  America,  has  been 
considerably  corrected  since  its  tentative  issue  in  August,  1S6S,  and  we  are  indebted  to  several  scholars  versed  in  early  New 
England  books  for  assistance  rendered.  The  second  part  shows  mainly  the  ancient  theological  library  of  the  Old  South 
Church,  all  the  works  in  which  were  printed  .abroad,  and  a large  number  of  them  in  Latin.  The  third  part  is  a synoptical 
summary  of  the  manuscripts  of  the  collection,  and  what  these  precious  memorials  contain  is  now  for  the  first  time 
made  completely  manifest,  each  document  being  numbered  and  described.

N.  B.  — The  books  whose  titles  are  embraced  in  this  List  are,  for  the  most  part,  either  recent 
American  and  foreign  publications,  or  they  are  works  both  old  and  rare ; but,  in  some  cases, 
for  particular  reasons,  titles  of  books  have  been  given  which  are  included  in  neither  of  these 
categories.  Certain  classes  of  works  have  been  uniformly  omitted,  such  as  continuations  of 
periodicals,  the  earlier  volumes  of  which  are  given  in  the  printed  Catalogues  of  the  Library; 
also,  booksellers’  catalogues,  duplicate  copies  of  the  same  edition  of  a book,  and  the  like. 

Books  on  shelves  numbered  2110  and  upwards  are  in  the  Bates  Hall;  those  on  shelves  below  2110  are  in  the 
Lower  Hall.  — A single  dash  indicates  the  omission  of  the  preceding  heading;  a subsequent  dash,  the  omission  of  a 
subordinate  heading.  — K.  R.  means  Reading  Room. — In  the  headings  of  titles,  the  German  diphthongs  a,  d,  U,  are 
written  ae,  oe,  ue.  Initials  inclosed  within  marks  of  parentheses  stand  for  Christian  names  which  are  not  usually 
retained  by  the  persons  to  whom  they  properly  belong ; as,  B a r ts  c h,  F.  (J.  A.)  von.  — 8®,  12®,  16®,  etc.,  designate  the  form 
of  a book,  or  the  actual  or  probable  fold  of  the  sheet  as  shown  by  the  signatures,*  and  do  not  always  indicate  the  size  or 
shape  of  the  bound  volume.  The  epithets  “laige,’^  “small,’’  or  the  like,  aie  sometimes  added  for  the  sake  of  greater 
precision.

Our  Art  Department,  and  its  Literature. 

The  present  Bulletin  gives  the  public  a partial  knowledge  of  the  extent  and  character  of  the  collection  of  engravings 
recently  added  to  the  Library.  Its  strength  lies  in  the  Italian  school;  and  its  groupings  are  rather  indicative  of  the  taste  of 
its  late  owner  than  suggestive  of  any  systematic  growth,  its  development  having  doubtless  been  controlled  in  some  degree 
by  his  opportunities.  As  patron  of  the  school  of  San  Michele  in  Rome,  he  stood  in  intimate  relations  with  two  of  its 
scholars,  who  gained  eminence  in  the  art  of  engraving,  Mercuri  and  Calatnatla,  and  he  doubtless  had  their  assistance  in 
gathering,  whence  he  could,  specimens  of  their  art,  while  they,  furthermore,  did  not  leave  him  without  the  earliest  impres- 
sions of  their  numerous  works.  Wlien  the  titles  of  that  portion  of  the  collection  which  is  in  frames,  is  given  in  a subse- 
quent Bulletin,  this  fact  will  appear  more  prominently  than  in  the  present  list.  A distinctive  feature  of  the  collection  is 
beyond  doubt  its  portraits,  which  are  mostly  framed.  A list  of  these  is  intended  for  the  next  Bulletin.  Edelinek, 
Drevet,  Nanteuil,  and  Schmidt  are  here  strongly  represented.  In  a still  subsequent  Bulletin,  it  is  hoped  to  catalogue  the 
rest  of  the  collection,  framed  and  unframed.  The  earlier  Italian  masters  will  not  be  found  to  he  well  represented.  There 
are  no  Marc  Antonios,  except  a few  of  his  fac-similes  of  Diirer.  Of  the  latter’s  wood-cuts  there  are  between  twenty  and 
thirty,  large  and  small.  There  is  little  or  nothing  of  his  cotempor.aries  or  immediate  successors.  The  English  school  is 
hut  slightly  represented;  and  etchings,  beside  a volume  of  Salvator  Rosa’s  and  a few  of  Rembrandt's,  are  not  numerous. 
The  modern  French  school  from  Audran  to  Lelli  is  well  set  forth. 

An  attempt  lias  been  made  to  supplement  this  collection  very  fully  with  general  lexicons  of  art  and  monographs 
on  particular  artists,  and  tho  latest  additions  to  our  already  good  selection  will  be  found  in  the  main  list  of  this  Bulletin. 

We  have  been  aiming  at  making  our  Architectural  department  the  best  in  the  city,  as  it  perhaps  now  is.  In  addition 
to  text-books  and  descriptive  works  in  general  and  in  details,  there  are  not  a few  special  monograi)hs  on  celebrated  build- 
ings, which  have  an  historical  as  well  as  artistic  interest.  ‘

These  have  all  been  catalogued  and  placed  upon  the  shelves  ; and,  although  it  has  not  been 
deemed  .advisable  to  print  their  titles  in  the  Bulletin,  their  contents  can  be  ascertained  or  the  volumes  consulted  at  the 
Library. 


Engraved  Portraits. 

Portfolios  and  scr,ap-books  have  been  prepared  for  the  preservation  of  engraved  portraits,  and  any  contribution  of 
this  kind  will  be  gladly  accepted.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  gathering  of  likenesses  of  Bostonians.

Persons  Admitted  to  use  tie  Library. 

I.  To  use  periodicals  or  books  in  the  building.  Any 
person  above  the  age  of  14  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room 
forperiodicals,  and,  if  above  16,  may  make  use  of  the  books 
within  the  building,  without  previous  registration. 

II.  To  take  books  away  from  the  building.  All  citizens 
and  residents  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  16  years ; all  non- 
resident Clergymen  and  Teachers  having  regular  occupation 
in  the  city ; and  all  inhabitants,  even  if  under  16,  who  have 
received  certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence 
prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools,  or  who  belong  to  the  Girls’ 
High  and  Normal  Schools,  are  dhtitled  to  a full  use  of  the 
Library.  All  these  must  sign  the  application  card,  and  give 
the  name  of  a (jjtizen,  who  may  be  consulte.dUf  necessary. 
The  registration  takes  place  in  the  Lower  Delivery  Hall. 

III.  Members  of  such  other  of  the  higher  educational  instL 
tutions  in  the  city  as  the  Trustees  may  have  especially  per- 
mitted, are  entitled  to  a full  ora  partial  use  of  the  Library. 


Daily  Bulletin. 

Instead  of  entering  the  new  nccensions  to  each  Hall  in  a public  record-book,  we  have  adopted  the  more  convenient 
plan  of  posting  the  titles  on  bulletin-boards.  In  the  Lower  Hall,  all  new  accessions,  except  duplicates,  are  now  thus 
posted.  In  the  Bates  Hall  are  given  the  titles  of  American  and  English  books  published  within  one  year,  and  of  foreign 
books  published  within  three  years.  Books  from  London,  Paris,  and  Leip'sic,  aro«received  twice  a mouth;  from  Florence, 
once  a year. 


Public  Card  Catalogue. 

There  has  been  substituted  a Public  Card  Cktalogue  for  the  Interleaved  Catalogue  of  the  Bates  Hall,  as  by  this  means  it 
is  possible  to  present  a perfect  alphabetical  arrangement,  which  with  the  increase  of  titles  soon  becomes  dillicult  or  iinpos 
eible  in  the  interleaved  form.  Accessions  will  hereafter  be  entered  on  the  cards,  but  without  cross-references,  which  may 
be  examined,  on  application,  in  the  main  Card  Catalogue. 


Books  Recommended. 

Any  person  desiring  a took  not  in  the  possession  of  this  Library  may  ask,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose, 
that  it  may  be  immediately  purchased;  and  the  assurance  is  given,  that,  unless  there  is  some  special  reason  wliy 
it  should  not  he  ordered,  it  will  be  procured  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  applicant  — in  all  cases  where  the  book  is  abso- 
lutely bought  upon  his  recommendation  — will  be  notified  of  its  reception.  If  duplicates  for  the  Lower  Hail  are  asked  for, 
they  will  be  ordered,  provided  our  records  show  a circulation  of  the  present  copies  to  warrant  such  additions.  In  asking 
that  a duplicate  shall  be  purchased,  the  applicant  will  be  particular  to  designate  it  as  .such.  We  do  not  duplicate  copies 
in  the  Bates  Hall.  * * 

Those  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege,  will  greatly  contribute  to  avoid  delay  and  disappointment,  if,  in  their  appli- 
cations, they  will  give  exact  titles,  as  well  as  authonship,  imprint,  etc.,  and  if  they  will,  above  all,  write  legibly. 


Special  Students 

Desiring  to  he  informed  when  any  hook  in  their  line  of  investigation  is  rec^ivedin  the  Library,  can  have  word  sent  them, 
if  they  will  communicate  their  name  and  address,  and  the  subject  of  their  inquiries,  to  the  Superintendent. 


Pamphlets  ^elicited  and  Exchanged. 

The  collection  of  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Library  is  now  all  arranged ; and  many  of  them  are  in  hound  volumes,  and 
catalogued.  It  is  our  intention  in  future  to  keep  no  pamphlets  unbound,  except  in  order  to  complete  sets  or  series.  These 
we  shall  put  on  the  shelves  in  boxes,  and  substitute  for  the  box  the  bound  volume,  when  the  needful  numbers  are 
procured.  We  reneio  our  solicitations  for  lots  of  pamphlets,  which  we  will  willingly  send  for,  if  informed  that  they  are 
ready  for  us.  The  chances  are,  that  any  miscellaneous  lot  will  contain  a fair  proportion  of  the  very  pamphlets  we  want,  and 
the  others  will  avail  us  in  exchanges.  We  have  some  30|000_(more  or  less)  duplicate  pamphlets,  all  arranged,  and  are  ready 
to  exchange  them  for  others  that  we  have  not.  With  distant  libraries,  we  have  found  the  following  method  of  exchange  the 
most  convenient;  If  they  will  send  1,000  pamphlets  printed  in  their  State,  we  will  send  1,000  printed  in  Massachusetts. 
Each  may  acquire  some  duplicates,  but  a great  part  will  probably  he  fresh  accessions. 


To  Boston  Authors. 

We  have  begun  the  preparation  of  the  second  supplement  of  the  Bates  Hall  Catalogue,  and  it  is  extremely  desirable 
tliat  the  new  volume  should  contain  all  the  productions  of  Boston  writers  — hooks  or  pamphlets  — not  enumerated  in  the 
two  earlier  volumes.  We  shall  be  glad  to  receive  such,  or  to  be  told  of  the  titles  of  any  that  we  do  not  now  possess. 


Memorials  of  Boston. 

The  Public  Library,  of  the  city  should  contain  every  memorial,  whether  hook,  pamphlet,  map,  broadside,  print, 
photograph,  or  the  like,  which  is  procurable,  and  which  in  any  way  illustrates  our  local  history  or  topography.  Books 
printed  in  Boston  at  an  earl^  date  are  very  desirable  acquisitions.  It  is  to  be  hoped  our  citizens  will  help  us  in  our 
attempts  to  gather  everything  of  this  kind.  *

Initials  inclosed  within  marks  of  parenthesis  stand  for  Christian  names  which  are  not- usually 
retained  by  the  persons  to  whom  they  properly  belong;  as,  D a v an  n e , (L.)  A.  — 8®,  12®,  16®,  etc.,  designate  the  form 
of  a book,  or  the  actual  or  probable  fold  of  the  sheet  as  shown  by  the  signatures,  and  do  not  always  indicate  the  size  or 
shape  of  the  bound  volume.  The  epithets  “ large,’*  “ small,”  and  the  like,  are  sometimes  added  for  the  sake  of  greater 
precision.

The  Public  Library. 

How  Books  are  Bought.  — Some  Account  of  the  Workings  of  the  Institution. 

From  the  lloston  Post,  of  April  7,  1870 


It  is  a common  thing  in  public  libraries  to  have  a “ prop- 
osition book,”  in  which  frequenters  wishing  a book  the 
library  does  not  possess,  may  make  a suggestion,  which  in 
due  time  is  voted  upon  by  a committee  .after  a careful  scru- 
tiny of  the  state  of  the  tre.asury ; and  long  after  the  need  is 
gone  by  the  applicant  may  find,  if  he  chances  to  inquire* 
that  it  has  been  bought  or  not,  as  the  case  may  be.  They 
try  to  do  things  more  liher.ill}’  — thanks  to  the  City  Council, 
which  grants  most  of  the  money  — and  more  promptly  at 
the  Boston  Public  Libr.ary;  and  it  m.ay  interest  some  of 
our  readers  to  know  the  amount  of  work  entailed  upon  the 
Library  by  a request  which  it  may  take  a reader  half  a min. 
ute  to  make,  and  in  making  which  he  may  feel  that  whether 
it  be  for  a work  worth  much  or  little,  any  reasonable  desire 
will  be  met  at  once,  so  far  as  issuing  the  order  is  concerned, 
and  with  as  great  alacrity  as  practicable  on  the  part  of  the 
agencies  of  the  Library  to  whom  the  order  may  go.  When 
the  history  of  one  of  these  recommendations  is  traced  from 
the  time  it  is  handed  to  the  desk-attendant  until  the  book  is 
in  the  keeping  of  the  asker,  tliere  is  not  a little  necessary 
interposition  of  delnj'  and  labor,  w’hich  needs  to  be  compre- 
hended before  it  is  known  what  rcason.able  promptness  in 
such  matters  means.  A printed  form  is  furnished  for  such 
use,  in  which  are  spaces  designated  for  the  title,  author, 
size,  date  and  placeof  publication,  — all  very  necessary  to 
be  known  to  insure  the  right  book’s  coming,  and  usually 
scarcely  filled  in  at  all  by  the  applicant,  while  what  is  given 
is  not  infrequently  very  erroneously  or  vaguely  expressed. 
It  is  not,  of  course,  to  be  expected  that  an  ordinary  user  of 
books  will  understand  the  necessity  of  all  this  information  ; 
nor  indeed  that  he  will  comprehend  the  labor  — which  is 
great  — or  the  perplexity  — which  is  sore  — entailed  on  the 
Libr.nry  officials.  Somebody  wil[  ask,  for  instance,  for  a 
“ Handbook  of  .Metallurgy,”  without  any  other  information. 
There  are,  perhaps,  eight  or  ten  such  books  published  in 
England  or  America,  but  there  is  nothing  to  tell  whose 
Handbook  is  meant.  There  are  perhaps  two  or  three 
already  in  the  Library,  but  the  recommender  had  either 
carelessly  examined  the  catalogues  or  had  spared  himself 


the  trouble.  There  is  nothing  to  be  done  but  to  send  him 
word  that  the  Library  already  possesses  such  and  such 
“ Handbooks,”  and  that  there  are  still  such  and  such  others, 
which  will  be  ordered  if  he  will  kindly  designate  the  one  he 
wants.  It  then  perhaps  dawns  upon  his  mind,  tliatin  such  a 
request  he  had  not  done  a very  wise  thing,  and  so  he 
screens  himself  from  further  scrutiny  by  letting  the  matter 
drop,  having  cost  a certain  amount  of  time  and  labor  to  the 
Library,  which  would  otherwise  have  been  directed  in 
channels  of  good  to  a greater  number  of  people. 

There  came  in  once  at  the  Lihr.ary,  an  application  for  a 
book  called  “Dane  Swift,”  no  further  information  being 
given.  Was  it  a life  of  St.  Patrick’s  Dean,  or  some  one  of 
his  works,  of  each  of  which  the  Library  already  possessed 
an  ample  number  of  copies?  It  was  probably  a very  hasty 
expression  of  a very  confused  notion  in  somebody’s  head, 
and  no  one  would  probably  have  wondered  so  much  as  him- 
self at  the  dulness  of  the  Library  officers  in  not  knowing 
what  was  meant.  “He  of  course  did  not  know,  but  it  was 
their  business  to  know.”  Gf  course  it  is,  and  so  the  officers 
reason,  and  hours  are  spent  weekly  on  just  such  enigmas; 
and  if  a solution  is  not  reached  always  satisfactory  to  the 
applicant,  it  is  because  the  officers  can  neither  claim  to  be 
omniscient  nor  prescient.  This  morning,  perhaps,  a dozen 
or  twenty  of  lliese  slips  of  recommendations  have  accumu- 
lated at  the  desk,  and  they  are  sent  to  the  cataloguing  de- 
partment to  be  examined.  They  are  first  gone  through 
with  to  ascertain  what  is  really  meant  in  each  case,  and  this 
involves  long  examinations  in  various  past  and  current  bib- 
liographical records,  of  which  the  askers  in  most  cases  have 
no  concei^tion.  Authors’ names  are  spelled  wrong  or  writ- 
ten illegibly,  and  must  be  hunted  for  under  one  form  or 
another,  until  a likely  solution  is  reached.  An  American 
book  is  given  as  published  in  London,  or  the  reverse.  Most 
are  given  with  no  place  of  publication ; some  with  no  author. 
In  some  cases  no.such  book  has  ever  been  printed,  and  the 
applicant  has  likely  enough  mistaken  a reference  to  a maga- 
zine aTticle  for  a book,  or  the  like.  Now  and  then  an  appli- 
cation will  prove  utterly  unintelligible.  In  this  examination, 


> 
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a memorandum  will  be  made  on  the  slip  of  the  cost  of  the 
book,  if  it  can  be  found. 

The  next  process  is  to  examine  the  catalogues  and  see  if 
the  Library  does  not  already  have  the  books,  whiclj  is  often 
the  case,  or  still  oftener  it  has  some  other  edition  of  the  work, 
and  perhaps  a later  one  than  the  one  asked  for.  These  facts 
are  noted  on  the  slips.  Then  the  file  of  slips  showing  books 
already  ordered  is  examined  to  see  if  an  order  for  the  same 
book  has  not  already  gone  forward.  If  so,  the  fact  is  noted, 
with  the  date  of  ordering,  on  the  proper  slip.  The  slips  are 
now  ready  for  adjudication,  and  are  laid  before  the  proper 
officer.  On  these  slips  showing  that  the  Library  already  has 
the  book  he  writes,  “Notify”;  or,  in  case  of  different 
editions,  he  may  write,  “ Notify,  and  ask  if  anything  further 
is  wanted”;  in  rare  instances  he  may  write,  for  sufficient 
reasons,  “ Don^t  order.”  On  most  he  writes  “Order.”  In 
the  utterly  unintelligible  cases  he  may  write,  “Ask  for 
more  explicit  request.”  The  slips  are  now  sent  to  the 
ordering  clerk,  who  writes  the  notes  to  the  applicants  in 
accordance  with  the  pencilled  directions.  In  the  case  of 
those  to  be  ordered,  they  arc  now  assorted  into  four  piles,  one 
for  Boston,  one  for  London,  one  for  Paris,  one  for  Leipsic, 
and  occasionally  there  may  be  an  Italian  order  for  Florence, 
the  Library  having  agents  in  all  these  places.  A slip  is  now 
made  for  each  book  to  be  ordered,  showing  the  name  and 
address  of  the  applicant,  the  author  and  title  of  the  book, 
of  whom  it  is  ordered,  and  when.  From  these  slips  entries 
are  made  chronologically  in  the  Register  of  Recommenda- 
tions; and  the  four  orders  are  then  made  out  on  a printed 
form,  when  the  slips  are  next  put  in  their  proper  alphabeti- 
cal places  in  the  file  of  “books  ordered,”  as  a safeguard 
against  ordering  the  s&me  book  a second  time.  The  written 
order  is  again  submitted  to  the  adjudicating  officer,  who 
goes  through  the  list  again  for  any  new  suggestion  or  emen- 
dation that  may  occur  to  him;  for  there  is  a possibility  that 
some  of  the  enigmas  may  appear  clear  on  a reconsideration. 
The  orders  are  now  signed,  a press  copy  taken,  and  des- 
patched by  mail. 

The  order  in  the  hands  of  the  Library  agents,  they  pro- 
ceed to  gather  the  books,  which,  in  the  case  of  those  in 
print,  is  comparatively  an  easy  matter;  but  it  involves  not  a 
little  correspondence  on  their  part  to  different  hook  centres 
to  find  such  as  are  out  of  print  and  scarce ; and  sometimes 
the  order  must  stand  for  months  and  everv  years,  before  it 
can  be  filled.  Again,  tlie  order  may  have  limited  the  price, 
and  it  may  be  that  a copy  within  that  limit  or  meeting  the 
required  condition,  cannot  be  found  as  easily  as  one  beyond 
such  limit,  or  not  exactly  of  the  prescribed  condition.  So, 
probably,  the  books  named  on  the  four  orders  despatched 
to-day  will  come  to  the  Library  at  intervals,  varying  from 
two  hours  to  many  months,  or  perhaps  not  at  all,  and  in 
their  places  will  come  messages  stating  reasons  why  they 
cannot  be  found,  or  that  no  such  book  was  ever  published, — 
for  sometimes  the  agents  are  left  to  the  chance  of  solving 
enigmas  that  the  Library  officers  cannot,  — and  the  appli- 
♦ cants  receive  this  information  through  the  mail. 

^ With  the  seconder  third  fortnightly  bo.xfrom  London,  after 
. the  transmission  of  the  order  for  that  city,  the  books  named 
I therein  will  begin  to  arrive,  and  oath  must  be  taken  that  they 
[ are  solely  for  the  use  of  the  Library,  in  order  to  i)a88  them 
I without  duty  at  the  Custom  House.  They  reach  the  Library 
I with  an  invoice  and  are  checked  off  on  it,  as  unpacked.  A 
I certain  part  will  be  found  to  be  new  publications,  sent  on 
I the  agent’s  discretion  under  a general  order,  or  continua- 
tions of  series,  sent  because  the  preceding  volumes  had 
been  sent.  The  rest  of  the  invoice  ought  to  have  a slip  cor- 
responding to  each  book,  and  to  be  found  in  the  file  of 
“Books  ordered,”  where  are  kept  not  only  those  ordered  on 
“recommendation,”  but  such  as  the  Superintendent  may 
, have  specifically  ordered.  The  slip  is  taken  from  the  file 
and  put  in  the  book,  and  shows  why  it  was  ordered,  and 


what  action  needs  to  be  taken.  The  invoice  is  now  gone 
through  with,  the  books  assigned,  by  noting  against  the  title 
of  each  on  the  Invoice  the  Hall  in  which  it  is  to  bo  placed, 
and  the  fund  to  which  it  is  to  be  charged.  A slip  is  now  made 
out  with  a brief  title  for  each  book,  and  the  fund  copied  on 
this.  The  slips  are  then  sent  to  have  the  title  entered  in  the 
“Accessions  Catalogue,”  where  the  book  acquires  an  acces- 
sion number,  which  clings  to  it  ever  after,  and  serves  as  its 
identification.  These  numbers,  with  the  date,  are  put  on  the 
slips  as  entered,  and  the  slips  are  then  returned.  Meanwhile, 
each  volume  has  been  collated  to  see  if  it  is  perfect,  and 
imperfect  ones  — not  unfrequently  occurring  — are  thrown 
out,  the  collator  attaching  her  initials  to  the  book  in  a given 
place.  When  needed,  the  leaves  are  cut.  An  embossed 
stamp  is  now  put  on  the  title,  and  on  the  first  page  of  the 
text  of  each  volume.  A book-plate  is  next  selected,  corres- 
ponding to  the  fund  on  the  accession  slip,  — in  case  of  dona- 
tions or  exchanges,  there  are  still  other  book-plates,  — and 
this  is  pasted  on  the  inside  of  the  front  cover,  and  printed 
abbreviated  regulations  on  the  inside  of  the  rear  cover.  The 
accession  number  is  copied  on  the  book-plate  from  the  slip, 
and  the  date  entered  on  the  same.  The  accession  number  i.s 
also  copied,  together  with  the  fund  and  date,  on  the  reverse 
of  the  title-page,  for  preservation,  if,  in  rebinding  at  any 
time,  the  present  covers  of  the  hook.s  should  be  discarded, 
or  the  cover  be  lost  by  service. 

The  books  are  next  sent  to  the  cataloguer  for  the  Bates  Hall 
or  the  Lower  Hall,  according  as  they  have  been  assigned. 
This  work  is  done  on  cards,  for  convenience  in  alphabetical 
insertion  in  the  main  manuscript  catalogue.  The  main 
entry  on  one  card  gives  the  full  title,  imprint,  etc.,  or  with 
but  slight  condensation.  Other  cards  are  filled  out  for  the 
cross-references  under  subjects.  Sometimes  a volume  will 
take  five  or  six  cards.  A slip  is  also  made  with  an  abridged 
title.  This  is  sometimes  plain  work,  and  at  other  times 
tedious  and  perplexing,  as  in  Hie  case  of  a book  — perhaps  in 
a foreign  tongue  — whose  author  has  to  be  ascertained,  or 
whose  title  does  not  convey  an  idea  of  the  scope  of  the  book, 
which  has  to  be  more  or  less  examined  before  deciding  upon 
the  cross-references.  Not.  unlikq^y,  the  needful  investiga- 
tion to  catalogue  intelligently  a single  volume  may  take 
hours. 

The  cards  and  slips  are  now  put  in  the  book,  when  it 
goes  to  the  reviser,  who  verifies  the  cataloguer’s  work  and 
makes  the  needful  changes  that  one  mind  may  often  make 
in  check  upon  another  in  such  critical  work;  and  in  enig- 
matical cases  further  investigation  may  be  made,  and  the 
cataloguer’s  results  confirmed  or  changed.  A mark  is  put 
upon  such  slips  as  are  needed  to  be  copied  for  printing  in 
the  next  Bulletin. 

The  book  with  its  cards  and  slip  now  goes  to  the  Custo- 
dian of  the  Shelves,  who  assigns  it  to  its  proper  place,  mark- 
ing on  the  slip  the  figures  which  designate  that  place,  and 
noting,  when  needed,  the  affixing  of  stars  to  the  book,  as 
showing  that  certain  formalities  are  required  to  take  it  from 
the  building.  The  numbers  are  now  copied  from  the  slip 
on  the  book-plate,  and  on  each  of  the  cards.  The  slip  is 
nekt  used  in  entering  a brief  title  opposite  the  correspond- 
ing number  in  the  shelf-lists,  which  lists  are  a sort  of  stock- 
book  of  the  Library,  needed  in  conducting  the  periodic  ex- 
amination, and  constantly  referred  to  in  assigning  books  to 
places,  as  showing  books  which  belong  to  the  shelves, 
though  in  circulation.  The  slip  is  then  inserted  in  its 
proper  place  in  the  slip  catalogue  to  be  used  in  printing 
the  general  catalogue  of  the  Library.  The  cards  are  inserted 
in  their  proper  alphabetical  places,  in  the  m lin  or  card  cat- 
alogue. The  book,  meanwhile,  has  gone  to  have  a shelf- 
label  attached  to  its  back,  and  from  thence  every  morning 
the  books  thus  prepared  with  labels  the  day  before — in- 
cluding many  which  have  required  to  have  labels  replaced  — 
are  taken  to  their  assigned  places  on  the  shelves.  In  the 
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will  bo  much  greater  th  in  if  one  volume  kIiouUI  be  completely 
pusheil  through  before  another  is  taken  on. 

But  the  work  is  not  doni?*yet.  The  slips  are  nest  used  in 
entering  the  titles  in  the  Manuscript  Bulletin,  which  shows, 
at  short  intervals,  the  books  made  accessible  to  the  public. 
They  are  again  used  in  making  another  card  of  smaller  size 
than  the  main  card,  and  this  card  is  inserted  in  itvS  proper 
alphabetical  place  in  the  **  Public  Card  Catalogue,”  which  is 
what  the  public  have  access  to  for  making  known  to  them- 
selves whatever  the  Bates  Hall  may  contain  supplemental  to 
the  two  large  printed  catalogues.  Its  single  alpliabetical 
arrangement  is  more  convenient  of  reference  than  the  files 
of  the  printed  Bulletins,  each  of  which  would  have  to  be 
consulted ; besides,  it  is  not  deemed  desirable  to  print  in  these 
Bulletins  a record  of  all  accessions  to  the  Library. 


To  Teachers.  «’ 

The  teachers  of  Boston  and  vicinity  should  be  well  aware  of  the  great  advantages  that  this  Library  offers  in  almost  V 
every  field  of  investigation,  and  of  the  desire  we  feel  to  have  tliem  avail  themselves  of  the  use  of  its  books,  which  are  pro-  fS 
cured  as  promptly  as  possible,  in  order  to  keep  our  collection  abreast  of  the  latest  advances  in  science  and  literature.  2 
If  by  any  chance  a book  is  needed  which  we  do  not  possess,  we  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  paragraph  on  the  second  page  of  m 
this  Bulletin,  headed,  “ Books  recommended.”  Our  shelves  will  be  found  to  be  well  supplied  with  treatises  on  the  theory  of  |E 
education  in  all  its  departments;  and  we  are  making  special  efforts  to  preserve  the  history  of  all  educational  movements  in 
the  publications  and  reports  of  bodies  having  that  aim,  and  in  the  journals  of  public  and  private  instruction;  and  we  TV 
shall  feel  greatly  obliged  by  receiving  the  aid  and  suggestions  of  any  teacher  in  relation  to  this  matter.  Our  main  Cata- 
logucs  are  avast  repository  of  bibliographical  knowledge  in  almost  every  direction  in  which  general  or  special  teachers  are 
called  upon  to  make  investigations. 


East  Boston  Branch. 

The  action  of  the  City  Council  in  voting  the  necessary  funds  has  rendered  it  possible  for  the  Library  to  try  the  experi- 
ment of  a Branch  in  East  Boston,  upon  somewhat  the  same  plan  that  has  made  the  branch  system  so  satisfactory  in  its 
working  in  connection  with  the  free  public  libraries  in  the  chief  cities  of  England.  East  Boston  has  been  selected  as  the 
point  most  likely  to  test  the  operation  of  the  plan,  because  of  the  want  of  facilities  which  its  inhabitants  now  possess  for 
using  the  Library.  At  present  the  proportion  of  users  of  the  main  Library  who  live  in  East  Boston  is  as  one  in  twenty-six 
of  its  population,  while  Roxbury  shows  oue  in  fourteen.  South  Boston  one  in  sixteen,  and  the  City  proper,  one  in  eight. 
Much  preparatory  work  will  have  to  be  done  before  the  opening  of  a suitable  collection  in  East  Boston,  in  gathering  the 
books,  .and  in  arranging  and  printing  the  necessary  CaUalogue ; but  our  East  Boston  friends  may  like  to  know  that  the 
work  is  begun,  and  that  it  will  be  pushed  as  r.apidly  as  possible.  Now  that  the  Catalogue  is  forming,  we  should  be  very 
glad  of  gifts  of  books  from  any  one  interested  ill  seeing  fit  library  facilities  afforded  to  that  portion  of  the  city. 
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Lower  Ilall,  the  books  are  covered  first,  and  the  shelf  num- 
ber is  then  written  on  the  back. 

While  the  book  is  thus  getting  to  its  final  place,  the  origi- 
nal order-slips,  upon  which  the  shelf  numbers  have  been 
written,  are  used  in  writing  the  notifications  which  are 
sent  to  such  persons  as  had  recommended  any  of  them, 
stating  that  the  book  has  been  received,  and  “located”  so 
and  so,  and  will  be  detained  five  days,  subject  to  the  pres- 
entation of  their  Library  card  for  it  under  the  rules;  and 
few  persons  of  those  who  answer  such  notices  are  aware  of 
the  meandering  processes  that  every  well-regulated  library 
finds  needful  to  follow  out  between  the  ordering  and  the 
making  ready  of  a book  for  use.  A single  volume  could 
doubtless  go  through  these  stages  in  a short  time;  but  when 
there  are  tens  aud  sometimes  hundreds  to  be  pushed  along 
at  the  same  time,  it  can  be  seen  that  the  average  detention

Persona  leaving  apirllcations  between  those 
hours  will  find  tl\.e  books  ready  foi*delivery  at  a later  hour. 

The  Bates  Hall  delivery  of  books  for  home  use,  as  well  as 
for  use  in  the  hali,  ceases  at  6 o’clock,  p‘.  si.,  from  October  to 
• March,  inclusive,  and  at  7 o’clock,  p.  si.,  from  April  to  Sep- 
I ^ temher,  inclusive.  This  hall  now  contains  133,000  volumes.

Persons  Admitted  to  use  the  Library. 

I.  To  use  periodicals  or  books  in  the  building.  Any 
person  above  the  age  of  14  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room 
for  periodicals,  and,  if  above  16,  may  make  use  of  the  books 
within  the  building,  without  previous  registration. 

II.  To  takebooks away  from  the  building.  All  cilizens 
and  residents  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  lO.years;  all  non- 
resident Clergymen  anp  Teachers  having  regular  occupation 
in  the  city;  all  inhabitants,  even  if  under  16,  who  have  re- 
ceived certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence  prizes, 
from  the  Public  Schools;  and  all  pupils  attending  the  Girls’ 
High  and  Normal  Schools,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of  the 
Library.  *All  these  must  sign  the  application  card,  and  give 
the  name  of  a citizen,  who  may  he  consulted,  if  necessary. 
The  registration  takes  i>lace  in  the  Lower  Delivery  Hall. 

HI.  Members  ofSuch  other  of  the  higher  educational  insti- 
tutions in  the  city  as  the  Trustees  may  have  especially  per- 
mitted, are  entitled  to  a full  ora  partial  use  of  the  Library. 


Books  Eecommended. 

Any  person  desiring  a book  not  in  the  possession  of  this  Library  may  ask,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose, 
that  it  may  be  immediately  purcliased;  and  the  assurance  is  given,  that,  unless  tlicre  is  some  special  reason  why 
it  should  not  be  ordered,  it  will  be  procured  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  applicant  — in  all  cases  where  the  book  is  abso- 
lutely bought  upon  his  recommendation  — will  be  notified  of  its  reception.  If  diqriicates  for  the  Lower  nail  arc  asked  for, 
they  will  be  ordered,  provided  our  rtcords  show  a circulation  of  the  present  copies  to  warrant  such  additions.  In  .asking 
that  a duplicate  shall  be  purchased,  the  applicant  will  be  particular  to  designate  it  as  such.  AVe  do  not  duplicate  copies 
in  the  Bates  Hall. 

Those  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege,  will  greatly  contribute  to  avoid  delay  and  disappointment,  if,  in  their  appli- 
cations, they  wilt  give  exact  titles,  as  well  as  authorship,  imiirint,  etc.,  tiud  if  they  will,  above  all,  write  legibly ,

if  they  will  conimunicato  their  name  and  address,  and  the  subject  of  their  inquiries,  to  tlie  Superintendent. 


PampUets  Solicited  and  Exchanged. 

The  collection  of  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Library  is  now  all  arr.angcd;  and  many  of  them  are  inbound  volumes,  and 
catalogued.  It  is  oursntention  i«  future  to  keep  no  pamphlets  unbound,  except  in  order  to  complete  sets  or  series.  These 
we  shall  put  on  the  shelves  in  boxes,  and  substitute  for  the  box  the  bound  volume,  wheu  fhe  needful  numbers  are 
procured,  ire  renew  our  solicitations  for  lots  of  pamphlets,  which  we  will  willingly  send  for,  if  informed  that  they  are 
ready  for  us.  The  chances  are,  that  any  miscell.aneous  lot  will  contain  a fair  proportion  of  the  very  pamphlets  we  want,  and 
the  others  will  avail  us  iir  exchanges.  We  have  some  30,000  (more  or  less)  duplicate  pamijhlets,  all  arranged,  and  are  ready 
to  exchange  thenj  for  others  tliat  we  have  not.  With  distant  libraries,  we  have  found  the  following  method  of  exchange 
the  most  convenient:  if  they  will  send  1,000  p.amphlets. printed  in  their  state,  wewill  send  1,000  printed  in  Massa- 
chusetts. Each  m,ay  acquire  some  duplicates,  but  a great  part  will  probably  be  fresh  accessions.

Annual*  Report  and  Catalogues. 

Since  the  issue  of  the  last  Bulletin,  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  has  been  printed,  with  statistics  of 
the  increase  and  use  of  the  Library,  covering  an  interval  of  the  nine  months  previous  to  the  beginning  of  the  newly-estab- 
lished Library  year.  May  1st.  The  figures  given  in  it  show  the  still-iucreasing  importance  of  an  institution  which  at  this 
time  possesses  about  170,000  volumes. 

• A new  Class  List  of  the  Lower  Hall,  embracing  Poetry,  the  Drama,  Rhetoric,  Elocution,  Collections  (published  as 
such).  Periodicals,  and  the  large  number  of  books  too  miscellaneous  to  be  otherwise  classed,  was  published  on  the  let 
of  September. 

A useful  List  of  all  the  Periodicals  Currently  Received  in  the  Library,  and  placed  both  in  the  Reading  Room  and  on 
the  shelves  of  the  General  Collection,  has  likewise  been  issued,  comprising  nearly  750  titles.  It  includes  Reviews,  Maga- 
zines, Journals,  etc.,  and  the  issues  — except  mere  reports  — of  learned  societies  and  other  bodies;  but  it  does  not,  as  a 
rule,  include  public  documents,  or  almanacs,  or  books  published  serially,  or  the  like.  Appended  to  it  is  a list  of  the  Books 
of  Reference  kept  in  the  Reading  Room,  and  at  the  Desk  in  the  Bates  Hall,  including  150  titles,  and  about  460  volumes, 
not  counting  duplicates,  of  which  there  are  many. 


The  Franco-Prussian  War. 

We  are  endeavoring  through  our  foreign  agencies  to  secure  the  best  of  the  pamphlet  discussions  of  this  war,  as  well  as 
the  most  important  of  the  books.  We  have  already  formed  a considerable  coHection  of  American,  English,  French,  and 
German  maps  of  the  seat  of  war.  We  hope  tJ  be  assisted  by  friends  of  the  Library. 


Indicator  Finding  List. 

A manuscript  List  of  tlie  numbers  represented  on  the  Indicator  and  of  the  titles  of  the  books  corresponding  to  these 
numbers  has  been  prepared  as  subsidiary  to  the  Class  List  for  Fiction,  and  will  be  found  on  the  shelf  in  front  of  the  In- 
dicator, 

As  the  pins  of  the  Indicator  always  have  the  ends  bearing  black  ^fiffU7'es  on  a white  ground  turned  outwat'ds  when  the 
books  are  on  the  shelf,  this  List  will  furnish  the  means  of  readily  ascertaining  what  books  are  at  any  time  in  the  alcoves 
represented  by  the  Indicator,  This  information  cannot  easily  be  derived  from  the  Class  List,  which  is  arranged  alphabet- 
ically under  authors  and  titles,  and  not  mimertcally  according  to  the  order  of  the  books  on  the  shelves.  Hence,  to  learn 
whether  a given  work  of  fiction  is  on  the  shelf,  find  its  title  and  number  in  the  Class  List,  and  then  consult  the  Indicator. 
]>ut  to  learn  the  title  of  a book  answering  to  any  number  on  the  Indicator,  consult  only  the  Indicator  Finding  List. 


Fublic  Card  Catalogue  for  the  Lower  Hall. 

A Card  Catalogue,  containing  only  tlie  titles  of  works  (not  anonymous)  whicli  have  been  added  to  the  Lower  Hall 
since  the  issue  of  the  various  Finding  Lists,  has  been  placed  at  the  Clerk’s  Hosk  in  the  Distributing  Uoom.  In  the  printed 
Bulletins,  such  works  are  entered  only  under  the  names  of  their  authors.  These  printed  entries  have  been  cut  out  and 
inserted  in  alphabetical  order  in  a book  which  is  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerk,  and  which  can  be  consulted  on  application  to 
him.  This  book,  therefore,  and  the  Card  Catalogue,  taken  together,  show  all  the  additions,  both  under  author  and  title, 
which  have  been  ra.ade  to  the  Lower  Library  since  the  publication  of  the  several  Finding  Lists. 


The  Prince  Library. 

A volume  containing  two  tracts  — the  titles  of  which  are  given  below  — has  been  returned  to  this  collection.  The 
book  is  in  the  original  binding,  be.ars  Prince’s  autograph,  and  the  plate  of  the  “ South  Church  Library.”  It  was  dis- 
covered among  some  old  books  received  at  the  New  Bedford  Public  Library,  aud  these  marks  of  ownership  having  been 
brought  by  the  Librarian  to  the  notice  of  the  Trustees  of  that  institution,  they  promptly  directed  its  transfer  to  the  Prince 
Library.  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  the  same  courtesy  and  sense  of  right  will  cause  the  restoration  by  others  of  all  books' 
properly  belonging  to  this  Library,  many  of  which  must  now  be  in  private  hands.

Increased  Use  of  the  Library. 

The  Increase  in  the  use  made  of  the  Bates  Hall  collection  during  the  last  five  years  has  been  very  marked,  as  is  shown 
by  the  following  figures  ; Between  May  Ist  aud  September  30th,  there  were  5733  issues  in  1866;  7513  in  1867;  10,869  in 
1868  • 17  355  in  1869,  and  20,348  in  1870.  The  increased  use  of  the  Reading  Room  for  periodicals  is  shown  for  the  month  of 
September  by  4833  readers  in  1866;  5421  in  1857 ; 6681  in  1863;  9280  in  1869,  aud  14,389  in  1870.  In  the  Lower  Hall,  during 
September  in  1867  there  were  6753  issues;  for  the  same  month,  1868,  11,274  issues;  1869,  13,110  issues,  and  1870,  16,402 
issues  and  the  large  number  of  persons  here  indicated  have  been  supplied  during  the  month  last  past  at  an  average  detlh- 
tioii  of  not  over  five  minutes  each.

Every  secular  day  throughout  the  year,  except  the  five 
legal  holidays,  — Washington’s  birth-day.  Fast  day,  Inde- 
pendence day,  Thanksgiving,  and  Christmas,  — and  such 
other  days  as  the  Trustees  may  direct. 

The  Heading  Room  for  periodicals,  provided  with  seats 
for  one  hundred  readers,  and  having  by  far  the  best  collec- 
tion of  American  and  foreign  periodicais  in  the  country,  is 
closed  at  10  o’clock,  p.  m. 

The  Lower  Hall  delivery  of  hooks  ceases  at  8 o’clock, 
P.  M.  This  hall  now  contains  32,000  volumes.  Books  may 
he  returned  after  8.30  A.  M.,  hut  the  delivery  does  not  begin 
till  9 o’clock.  Persons  leaving  applications  between  those 
hours  will  find  the  books  ready  for  delivery  at  a later  hour. 

The  Bates  Hall  delivery  of  boobs  for  home  use,  as  well  as 
for  use  in  the  hall,  ceases  at  6 o’clock,  p.  M.,  from  October  to 
March,  Inclusive,  and  at  7 o’clock,  P.  .M.,frora  April  to  Sep- 
tember, inclusive.  This  hall  now  contains  135,000  volumes. 

The  Reading  Room  for  periodicals  of  the  East  Boston 
Branch  closes  at  10  o’clock,  p.  M. 
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Persons  Admitted  to  nse  the  Library. 

I.  To  use  periodicals  or  hooks  in  the  building.  Any 
person  above  the  age  of  14  yearsmayuse  the  Reading  Room 
forperiodicals,  and,  if  above  16,  may  rnake  use  of  the  books 
within  the  building,  without  previous  registration. 

II.  To  take  hooks  away  from  the  building.  All  citizens 
and  residents  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  16  years;  all  non- 
resident Clergymen  and  Teachers  having  regular  occupation 
in  the  city ; all  inhabitants,  even  if  under  16,  who  have  re- 
ceived certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence  prizes, 
from  the  Public  Schools ; and  all  pupils  attending  the  Girls’ 
High  and  Normal  Schools,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of  the 
Library.  All  these  must  sign  the  application  card,  and  give 
the  name  of  a citizen,  who  may  be  consulted,  if  necessary. 
The  registration  takes  place  in  the  Lower  Delivery  Hall. 

HI.  Non-residents.  Non-resident  members  of  educa- 
tional institutions  in  the  city  and  other  non-residents  (when 
specially  permitted,  in  consideration  of  the  advancement  of 
the  public  interests),  may  use  the  Libraries,  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  imposed  in  each  case  by  the  Trustees. 


Lists  of  Books  Newly  Published, 

And  received  between  the  suenessive  issues  of  the  Bulletin,  will  be  kept,  in  the  order  of  their  accession,  in  a separate 
record  for  each  Hall,  open  for  public  inspection.  Books  from  London  and  Leip.sic  are  received  twice  a month;  from 
Florence,  once  a year.  The  war  in  Europe  having  interrupted  all  communication  with  Paris,  no  books  or  periodicals  will 
be  received  as  long  as  the  siege  of  th.at  city  lasts;  and  Invoices  from  Leipsic  may  possibly  be  intercepted.  It  is  not  im- 
probable that  the  publication  of  some  French  journals  may  be  suspended  or  discontinued.  An  invoice  from  Italy  is 
now  due. 


Books  Eecommended. 

Any  person  desiring  a book  not  in  the  possession  of  this  Library  may  ask,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose, 
that  it  may  be  pui-chased;  and  the  assurance  is  given,  that,  unless  there  is  some  speeial  reason  why  it  should  not  be 
ordered,  it  will  be  iirocured  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  applicant  — in  all  cases  where  the  book  is  absolutely  bought  upon 
his  reeommendation  — will  be  notified  of  its  reception.  If  duplicates  /or  the  Lower  Hull  are  asked  for,  they  will  be 
ordered,  provided  our  records  show  a circulation  of  the  present  copies  to  warrant  such  additions.  In  asking  that  a dupli- 
cate shall  be  purchased,  the  applicant  will  be  particular  to  designate  it  as  such.  We  do  not  duplicate  copies  in  the 
Bates  Hall. 

Those  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege,  will  greatly  contribute  to  avoid  delay  anddis-appointment,  if,  in  their  appli- 
cations, they  will  give  exact  titles,  as  well  as  authorship,  imprint,  etc.,  and  if  they  will,  above  all,  write  legibly. 


Special  Students, 

Desiring  to  be  informed  when  any  book  in  their  line  of  investigation  is  received  in  the  Library,  can  have  word  sent  them, 
if  they  will  communicate  their  name  and  address,  and  the  subject  of  their  inquiries,  to  the  Superintendent.

Pamplilets  Solicited  and  Exchanged. 

Tlie  collection  of  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Library  is  no  w all  arranged ; and  many  of  them  are  in  bound  volumes,  and 
catalogued.  It  is  our  intention  in  future  to  keep  no  pamphlets  unbound,  except  in  order  to  complete  sets  or  series.  These 
we  shall  put  on  the  shelves  in  boxes,  .and  substitute'  for  the  box  the  bound  volume,  when  the  needful  numbers  are 
procured.  IFe  renew  our  solicitations  for  lots  of  pamjihlets,  which  we  will  willingly  send  for,  if  informed  that  they  are 
ready  for  us.  Tlie  chances  are,  that  any  miscelliineous  lot  will  contain  a fair  proportion  of  the  very  pamphlets  we  want, 
and  the  others  will  avail  us  in  exchanges.  We  have  30,000  (more  or  less)  duplicate  pamphlets,  .all  arranged,  and  are  ready 
to  exchange  them  for  others  tliat  we  have  not.  With  distant  libraries,  we  have  found  the  following  method  of  exchange 
the  most  convenient:  if  they  will  send  1,000  pamphlets  printed  in  their  state,  or  in  a given  locality,  we  ■will  send  1,000 
printed  in  Massachusetts,  or  in  some  other  locality.  Each  may  acquire  some  duplicates,  but  a great  part  will  probably 
be  fresh  accessions. 


To  Boston  Authors. 

We  have  begun  the  preparation  of  the  Second  Supplement  of  the  Bates  Hall  Catalogue,  and  it  is  extremely  desirable 
that  the  new  volume  should  contain  all  the  productions  of  Boston  writers  — books  or  pamphlets  — not  enumerated  in  the 
two  earlier  volumes.  We  shall  be  glad  to  receive  such,  or  to  be  told  of  the  titles  of  any  that  we  do  not  now  possess.

The  Public  Library  of  the  city  should  contain  every  memorial,  whether  book,  pamphlet,  map,  broadside,  print, 
phfftograph,  or  the  like,  which  is  procurable,  and  which  in  any  way  illustrates  our  local  history  or  topography.  Books 
printed  in  Boston  at  an  early  date  are  very  desirable  acquisitions.  It  is  to  be  hoped  our  citizens  will  help  us  in  our 
.attempts  to  gather  everything  of  this  kind.

The  Bates  Hali  has  about 
137.000  volumes;  the  Lower  Hall,  33,000  volumes;  the  East 
Boston  Branch, 5,700  volumes,  — atotal  of  more  than  175,000 
volumes. 

The  Central  Reading  Room  has  upwards  of  360  differ- 
ent periodicals;  the  East  Boston  Branch  Reading  Room 
has  29. 


Persons  Admitted  to  use  tlie  Libraries. 

I.  To  tise  periodicals  or  hooks  in  the  hnildings.  Any 
person  above  the  age  of  14  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room 
for  periodicals,  and,  if  above  16,  may  make  use  of  the  books 
within  the  buildings,  without  previous  registration. 

II.  To  take  hooks  away  from  the  huildings.  All  citizens 
and  residents  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  16  years;  all  non* 
resident  Clergymen  and  Teachers  having  regular  occupation 
in  the  city;  all  inhabitants,  even  if  under  16,  who  have  re- 
ceived certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence  prizes, 
from  the  Public  Schools;  and  all  pupils  attending  the  Girls^ 
High  and  Normal  Schools,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of  the 
Library.  All  these  must  sign  the  application  card,  and  give 
the  name  of  a citizen,  who  may  be  consulted,  if  necessary. 
The  registration  takes  place  in  the  Lower  Delivery  Hall  of 
the  Central  Library,  and  at  the  East  Boston  Branch. 

III.  Kon-residents.  Non-resident  members  of  educa- 
tional institutions  in  the  city  and  other  non-residents  (when 
specially  permitted,  in  consideration  of  the  advancement  of 
the  public  interests),  may  use  the  Libraries,  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  imposed  in  each  case  by  the  Trustees.

Classed  Bulletins. 

In  Bulletins  13  to  16  inclusive,  a general  classification  of  titles  was  adopted  ; but,  in  the  present  Bulletin,  a return  to 
a simple  alphabetical  arrangement  is  made,  as  the  expressions  iu  favor  of  the  classed  system  have  not  been  sufficieutly 
pronounced  or  numerous  to  establish  its  advantages. 


Lists  of  Books  Newly  Published, 

And  received  between  the  successive  issues  of  the  Bulletin,  M ill  be  kept,  in  the  order  of  their  accession,  in  a separate 
record  for  each  Ilall,  open  for  public  inspection.  Books  from  London  and  Leipsic  are  received  twice  a month;  from 
Florence,  once  a year.  The  troubles  in  Francp  arc  at  present  alTecting  the  regular  receipt  of  books  from  Paris.  It  is  not 
improbable  that  the  publication  of  some  French  journals  m.ay  be  suspended  or  discontinued.  An  invoice  from  Italy 
has  lately  been  received,  and  is  included  iu  the  present  Bulletin. 


Books  Kecommended. 

Any  person  desiring  a book  not  in  the  possession  of  this  Library  may  ask,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose, 
that  it  may  be  purchased;  and  the  assurance  is  given,  that,  unless  there  is  some  special  reason  why  it  should  not  be 
ordered,  it  will  be  procured  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  applicant  — in  all  cases  where  the  book  is  absolutely  bought  upon 
his  recommendation  — will  be  notified  of  its  reception.  If  duplicates  for  the  Lower  Hull  are  asked  for,  they  will  be 
ordered,  provided  the  circulation  of  the  present  copies  warrants  such  additions.  In  .asking  that  a duplicate  shall  be  pur- 
chased, the  applicant  will  be  particular  to  designate  it  as  such.  Copies  are  not  duplicated  in  the  Bates  Hall. 

Those  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege,  will  greatly  contribute  to  avoid  delay  and  disappointment,  if,  in  their  appli- 
cations, they  will  give  exact  titles,  as  well  as  authorship,  imprint,  etc.,  and  if  they  will,  above  all,  write  legibty. 


Special  Students, 

Desiring  to  be  informed  when  any  book  in  their  line  of  investigation  is  received  at  the  Library,  can  have  word  sent  them, 
if  they  will  communicate  their  name  and  address,  and  the  subject  of  their  inguiries,  to  the  Superintendent. 


Pampklets  Solicited  and  Exekanged. 

The  collection  of  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Library  is  now  all  arranged;  and  many  of  them  are  in  bound  volumes,  and 
catalogued.  It  is  intended  in  future  to  keep  no  pamphlets  unbound,  except  in  order  to  complete  sets  or  series.  These 
will  be  put  on  the  shelves  in  boxes,  and  for  the  box  the  bound  volume  will  be  substituted,  when  the  needful  numbers  are 
procured.  Solicitations  are  renewed  for  lots  of  pamphlets,  which  will  be  sent  for,  on  receiving  information  that  they 
are  ready.  The  chances  arc,  that  any  miscellaneous  lot  will  contain  a fair  proportion  of  the  very  pamphlets  wanted, 
and  the  others  will  av.ail  in  exchanges.  The  number  of  duplicate  pamphlets  is  now  about  30,000,  all  arr.anged,  and  ready 
to  be  exchanged  for  others  not  belonging  to  the  Library.  'With  distant  libraries,  the  following  method  of  exchange  has 
been  found  the  most  convenient:  if  they  will  send  1,000  pamphlets  printed  in  their  state,  or  in  a given  locality,  this 
Library  will  send  1,000  printed  in  M.as8achusetts,  or  iu  some  other  locality.  Each  may  acquire  some  duplicates,  but  a 
great  part  will  probably  be  fresh  accessions. 


Memorials  of  Boston. 

The  Public  Library  of  the  city  should  contain  every  memorial,  whether  book,  pamphlet,  map,  broadside,  print, 
photograph,  or  the  like,  which  is  procurable,  and  which  in  any  way  illustrates  the  history  or  topogr.apby  of  the  city. 
Books  printed  in  Boston  at  an  early  date  are  very  desirable  acquisitions;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  friends  of  the 
Library  will  assist  in  making  the  collection  complete. 


Engraved  Portraits. 

Portfolios  and  scrap-books  have  been  prepared  for  the  preservation  of  engraved  portr.ait3,  and  any  contributions  of 
this  kind  wUl  be  gladly  accepted.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  gathering  of  likenesses  of  Bostonians.

Mr.  George  Ticknor,  one  of  the  original  Trustees  of  tliis 
Library,  and  for  a while  their  President,  and  in  some  re- 
spects the  most  self-sacrificing  friend  and  benefactor  the 
Library  ever  had,  died  at  his  house  on  Park  Street,  Jan- 
uary 26th,  1S71 ; and  on  the  proving  of  his  will,  February 
20tli,  the  public  were  made  aware  of  the  following  Article 
in  it:  — 

“Ninth,  On  the  death  of  my  wife,  I give  to  the  city  of 
Boston,  where  I was  born,  where  I have  lived  a long  and 
happy  life  and  where  I hope  to  die,  all  my  books  and  manu- 
scripts in  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  languages;  and  I 
further  give  and  bequeath  to  the  same  city  of  Boston,  the 
sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  within  one  year 
after  the  probate  of  this  my  will,  the  same  to  be  ahv.ays  kept 
by  the  said  city  safely  invested  at  interest  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  specified.  But  I make  these  tw’O  bequests  to  the 
city  of  Boston  only  in  trust  for  the  fbllowing  purposes,  and 
no  other,  to  wit ; — 

(1,)  That,  in  the  course  of  each  and  every  period  of  five 
years  during  the  twenty-five  years  next  succeeding  the  re- 
ceipt by  the  said  city  of.  the  said  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars,  tlie  said  city  shall  expend  not  less  titan  one  tliou- 
sand  dollars  in  the  purchase  of  books  in  the  Spanish  and 
Portuguese  languages  and  literatures,  or  in  one  of  them; 
and  furtliermore  expressing  it  as  my  wish,  but  not  as  my  re- 
quirement, in  order,  so  far  as  may  be,  to  insure  the  puroh.ase 
of  books  alre.ady  determined  to  be  worth  possessing,  that  no 
books  shall  be  so  purchased  during  s.a:d  twenty-five  years, 
nor  afterwards,  from  the  income  of  the  said  fund  of  four 
thousand  dollars,  which  shall  not  have  been  published  in 
some  one  edition  at  least  five  years;  it  being  my  will  that 
every  book  purchased  at  any  time  from  the  income  of  my 
said  fund  of  four  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  a book  of  per- 
manent value  and  authority,  and  neither  newspapers, 
periodicals,  nor  other  popular  publications  not  likely  to  be 
of  lasting  consideration. 

(2.)  That  no  person  whatsoever,  shall,  at  any  time  or  un- 
der any  circumstances,  except  for  binding  or  needful  repairs 
in  binding,  be  permitted  to  remove  from  the  proper  rooms 
of  the  Public  Library,  any  of  the  books  hereby  bequeathed 
or  for  the  purchase  of  which  provision  is  hereby  made;  but 
that  within  such  rooms,  and  at  all  such  times  and  hours, 
and  under  such  restrictions  as  the  Trustees  or  other  lawful 
managers  of  tlie  said  Library  may  deem  expedient  or  reason- 
able, eacli  and  all  of  said  books  so  bequeathed,  or  so  pur- 
chased. shall  be  freely  accessible  for  reference  or  study  to 
all  such  persons  as  may  be  permitted  to  resort  to  said  Li- 
brary, or  to  use  it. 

(3.)  That  at  the  end  of  the  twenty-five  years  aforesaid, 
and  in  each  and  every  year  thereafter  forever,  the  said  city 
of  Boston  shall  cause  the  income  of  the  said  fund  of  four 
thousand  dollars,  but  no  part  of  the  principal,  to  be  ex- 
pended in  the  purchase  of  books  of  permaneut  value,  either 
in  the  Spanisli  and  Portuguese  languages,  or  in  such  other 
languages  as  m.ay  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  said  Library,  or  other  persons  having  lawful  charge  of 
the  same,  but  always  under  the  conditions  and  restrictions 
herein  before  expressed,  namely  ; That  the  same  shall  be 
used  only  in  the  proper  rooms  of  the  said  Library,  and 
never  lent  abroad  or  out  of  them. 

(4.)  That  none  of  the  books  bequeathed  by  me  as  afore- 
said, or  to  be  purchased  from  the  income  of  the  fund  of  four 
thousand  dollars  as  afores.aid,  shall,  at  any  time,  be  sold, 
exchanged  or  given  away ; but  that  they  shall,  if  not  incon- 


venient. be  kept  together,  like  the  Bowditch  and  the  Parker 
collections,  now  in  the  said  Library. 

(5.)  That,  if  at  any  time  the  fund  aforesaid  shall,  from 
any  cause  whatever,  become  diminished,  then  at  least  one- 
half  of  the  annual  income  thereof  shall  yearly  be  added  to 
the  principal  until  the  full  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  made  good  again. 

(6.)  But  in  c-ase  the  city  of  Boston  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
for  the  space  of  one  year  after  the  probate  of  this  my  will  to 
accept  the  said  bequest  of  books,  manuscripts,  and  money, 
on  the  trusts  and  conditions  hereinbefore  set  forth,  or  shall, 
at  any  time,  after  accepting  the  same,  fail  or  neglect  faith- 
fully to  fulfil  each  .and  all  of  said  trusts  and  conditions, 
according  to  their  true  spirit  and  intent,  then,  and  in  either 
of  said  cases,  I give  and  bequeath  the  same  books,  manu- 
scripts, and  money  to  the  President  and  Fellows  of  llarvard 
College,  in  the  city  of  Cambridge,  for  the  use  of  the  General 
Library  of  the  said  college,  upon  the  same  trusts  and  con- 
ditions, so  far  as  the  s.ame  can  be  made  applicable  to  the 
said  General  Library,  giving,  as  I do  hereby  give,  to  the 
said  President  and  Fellows,  full  power  to  sue  for  and  re- 
cover the  said  books,  manuscripts,  and  money  or  any  of 
them,  from  the  said  city  of  Boston,  or  from  any  person  or 
persons  who  may  have  the  same,  or  any  of  them,  in  his  or 
their  possession.” 

The  iufonnation  that  Mrs.  Ticknor  had  ofifered  to  relin- 
quish her  right  to  retain  the  books,  was  conveyed  to  the 
City  Council  through  the  Mayor  of  the  city  by  Mr.  Ticknor’s 
executors,  Mr.  William  S.  Dexter  signing  for  them,  March 
6th  ; and,  the  matter  being  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Library,  that  committee  reported  to  the  City  Council. 

The  report  said  : — 

“ The  collection  was  begun  at  Madrid  in  the  year  1817,  and 
was  substantially  completed  betw’een  that  time  and  the  year 
1838.  Since  then,  only  such  books  have  been  added  as  he 
was  unable  to  secure  previously.  From  the  inability  of 
book-collectors  to  supply  his  wants  tvhile  making  original 
purchases,  he  resorted  to  the  employment  of  priests,  pro- 
fessors, and  persons  in  private  life  to  obtain  rare  works. 
For  many  years  Professor  Gayangos  acted  as  his  agent  in 
Spain;  but  his  efforts  to  procure  what  he  wanted  were  not 
confined  to  that  country,  — he  purchased  Spanish  books  in 
all  the  great  book  markets  of  the  world.  So  assiduous  was 
his  pursuit  that  the  complaint  was  made,  several  years  ago, 
that  he  had  raised  the  prices  of  Spanish  books  in  all  the 
jirincipal  marts.  Ofthe  value  of  the  collection  thus  made, 
without  reference  to  cost,  it  is  perhaps  enough  to  say,  that 
no  single  library  in  Spain  possesses  all  the  books  it  contains. 
The  only  collections  of  equal  value  are  the  great  Spanish 
Library  in  the  British  Museum,  and  the  private  collection 
of  Lord  Holland.” 

The  City  Council  accepted  the  bequest  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  conditions-  of  the  will.  In  April,  ihe  City 
Council 

“Ordered:  That  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  be,  and  hereby 
is,  authorized  to  transfer  from  the  Reserved  Fund  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars,  to  be  constituted  a special  appropria- 
tion, and  styled  ‘ Ticknor  Bequest,’  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  order  of  the  City  Council,  approved  April  4, 
1871,  in  relation  to  the  bequest  of  George  Ticknor  to  the 
Public  Library.” 

The  following  resolution  and  order  were  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  April  26lh,  1871:  — 

“7.esoZfe<f,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  have 
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received  with  deep  sensibility  the  betiuest  of  their  late  asso- 
ciate and  President,  Mr.  George  'I'icknor,  of  that  portion  of 
his  library  to  whicli  he  had  specially  given  the  care  and  af- 
fection of  the  last  fifty  years  of  his  life,  — gathering  therein, 
in  the  literature  and  language  of  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
tongues,  a collection  unparalleled  in  this  country,  and  hardly 
equalled  among  the  best  libraries  in  Europe, —and  in  thus 
crowning  his  disinterested  and  enlightened  labors  in  behalf 
of  this  institution,  by  the  gift  of  that  portion  of  his  posses, 
sions  most  closely  associated  with  his  literary  life  and  the 
advancemeut  of  American  scholarship,  he  here  made  the 
final  record  of  his  confidence  in  the  principles  upon  which 
the  Public  Library  was  established,  by  the  exercise  of  which 
it  has  prospered  in  no  ordinary  degree,  and  through  the  ad- 
herence to  which  its  future  usefulness  must  mainly  depend. 

“ Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  be  tendered  to 
Mrs.  Ticknor,  and  to  the  family,  for  the  generous  construc- 
tion which  they  have  given  to  the  language  of  the  bequest, 
whereby  the  iutentions  of  the  donor  have  been  most  largely 
fulfilled. 

“ Ordered,  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  be  signed  by  the 
President  of  this  board,  and  be  transmitted  to  Mis.  Ticknor 
and  the  family.” 

The  books  were  removed  to  the  Library,  April  26th  and 
27th,  and  a subsequent  count  of  them,  gave  3,760  printed 
volumes,  14  bound  manuscript  volumes,  598  pamphlets,  and 
several  unbound  manuscripts. 

There  also  was  sent  to  the  Trustees,  a manuscript,  en- 
dorsed in  Mr.  Ticknor’s  hand,  as  follows:  “Titles  of 
Spanish  Books  and  Portuguese  Books  that  may  be  useful  in 
making  purehases  to  complete  my  collections.” 

This  showed  373  titles,  and  to  it  was  appended  the  fol- 
lowing : — 

“ P.  S.  A good  many  of  the  hooks  indicated  in  the  preced- 
ing list,  were  seen  and  used  by  me  only  in  public  or  private 
libraries  in  Europe.  Such  books,  however,  are  noticed 
more  or  less  amply  in  my  History  of  Spanish  Literature. 
Others  are  cited  by  Julius  and  Gayangos,  in  their  learned 
notes  to  the  German  and  Spanish  translations  of  that  work, 
as  having  been  seen  and  used  by  them.  In  the  last  edition 
of  the  original,  therefore,  or  in  these  two  versions  of  it, 
more  minute  notices  of  the  books  referred  to  may  sometimes 
be  found,  and  will,  perhaps,  be  useful  when  lists  and  orders, 
in  which  exact  titles  are  always  desirable,  are  to  be  sent  to 
Europe  for  purchases.”  , 

The  following  is  also  of  interest : — 

“ Memorandum  concerning  a bequest  to  the  city  of  Boston, 
of  something  more  than  three  thousand  five  hundred  vol- 
umes of  Spanish  and  Portuguese  books,  and  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars,  five  per  cent,  of  the  income  of  which  shall,  for 
twenty-five  years,  be  employed  in  purchasing  for  the  Public 
Library  other  books  in  the  same  languages. 

“ In  these  arrangements,  I have  followed  what,  during  the 
past  course  of  the  Public  Library,  has  seemed  judicious: 
namely,  the  general  idea,  that  collections  of  books  needed 
only  by  small  portions  of  the  community  — unless  they  are 


books  especially  asked  for  — ought  to  be  obtained  from  the 
generosity  of  ihc  persons  interested  in  them,  while  the  pub- 
lic should  supply  all  others.  Thus,  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Bates, 
it  will  be  remembered  tliat  he  directed  a part  of  his  last 
munificent  gift  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  be  expended  in 
a particular  rare  collection  of  books  on  J/itsic;  — the  sons 
of  the  late  Dr.  Bowditch  gave  their  father’s  important  col- 
lection of  books  in  Mnthemaiics ; — and  the  late  Theodore 
Parker  gave  his  classiad  and  scholarlike  library.  Mean- 
time, however,  the  institution  relied  safely  on  the  muni- 
cipal authorities  for  all  the  current  expenses  of  its  adminis- 
tration, and  for  the  resources  needed  in  purchasing  the 
large  masses  of  books  devoted  to  the  culture,  progress,  and 
welfare  of  the  community  generally;  just  as  we  all  rely  on 
the  city  government  for  the  support  of  our  free  schools,  and 
for  the  same  reasons. 

“ A library,  however,  that  is  open  to  a very  great  number 
of  persons  as  freely  as  the  Boston  Public  Library  is  open, 
and  as  freely  as  many  other  libraries  will  become,  — per- 
h.aps  even  our  college  libraries,  — is  a somewhat  bold  experi- 
ment; and,  therefore',  a considerable  time  will  probably 
elapse  before  it  will  be  determined  how  such  an  institution 
can  best  be  constituted  and  how  it  can  best  be  administered. 
But  we  may  be  sure,  that  if  we  are  willing  to  wait,  we  shall 
learn  all  that  is  really  desirable  to  know  on  a subject  grow- 
ing so  important. 

“Meanwhile,  it  seems  impossible  that  harm  of  anysortcan 
come  from  building  up,  during  a moderate  number  of  years, 
any  particular  department  of  the  Boston  Library,  whether 
it  be  already  strong  or  whether  it  is  still  deficient.  On  the 
contrary,  it  seems  likely  to  be  of  good  example.  For,  if  the 
collection  of  books  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  classics,  or  that 
in  Astronomy,  for  instance,  should  thus  attract  notice  by  its 
completeness  or  importance,  it  seems  sure  that  such  depart- 
ments as  the  German,  or  the  Engineering,  or  the  Chemical, 
will  not  be  overlooked,  while  for  reasons  still  more  obvious 
and  urgent,  the  departments  in  History,  in  Travels,  in  Bi- 
ography, in  Mechanics,  and  in  the  literatures  of  the  United 
States,  England,  and  France,  will  he  rendered  as  complete 
as  the  resources  of  the  institution  will  properly  permit,  just 
as  they  always  have  been,  and,  as  I trust,  they  always  will 
be. 

“At  any  rate,  so  far  as  my  own  little  fund  is  concerned,  I 
have  provided  that  this  experiment  shall  go  on  for  five  and 
twenty  years;  but,  after  that  time,  that  the  subject  shall  be 
considered  afresh,  and,  if  it  is  no  longer  thought  by  the 
persons  having  lawful  charge  of  the  Library,  that  my  little 
experiment  should  be  continued  exclusively  in  the  purchase 
of  books  in  Spanish  and  Portuguese,  then  that  the  whole 
income  of  my  fund  of  four  thousand  dollars  shall  he,  from 
time  to  time,  devoted  to  the  purchase,  for  the  Library,  of 
any  good  and  solid  books  of  perinanent  value  in  any  lan- 
guage, and  on  any  subject  th.at  may  be  deemed,  by  such 
persons  having  charge  of  the  Library,  most  likely  to  advance 
the  culture  and  well-being  of  the  city.

Indicator  Finding  List. 

A manuscript  List  of  the  nunihers  represented  on  the  Indicator  and  of  the  titles  of  the  hooks  corresponding  to  these 
iii.mhers  has  been  prepared  as  subsidiary  to  tlic  Class  List  for  Fiction,  and  will  be  found  at  the  Clerk’s  desk. 

As  the  pins  of  the  Indicator  alw.ays  have  the  ends  bearing  blach  jif/iires  on  a lehite  ground  turned  outwards  when  the 
books  are  on  the  sliclf,  tins  List  will  fnrnisli  tlie  means  of  readily  ascertaining  what  books  are  at  any  time  in  the  alcoves 
represented  by  the  Indicator.  This  information  cannot  easily  be  derived  from  tl>c  Class  List,  which  is  arriinged  alph.abet- 
ically  under  authors  and  titles,  and  not  numerically  according  to  the  order  of  tlie  books  on  the  shelves.  Hence,  to  learn 
whether  a given  work  of  fiction  is  on  the  shelf,  find  its  title  and  number  in  the  Class  List,  and  then  consult  the  Indicator, 
liut  to  learn  the  title  of  a book  answering  to  any  number  on  the  Indicator,  consult  only  the  Indicator  Finding  List. 


Public  Card  Catalogue  for  the  Lower  Hall. 

A Card  Catalogue,  containing  only  the  titles  of  works  (not  anonymous)  which  have  been  added  to  the  Lower  Library 
since  the  issue  of  the  various  Finding  Lists,  has  been  placed  at  the  Clerk’s  Desk  in  the  Distributing  Hall.  In  the  printed 
Hulletins,  such  works  are  entered  only  under  the  names  of  their  authors.  These  printed  entries  have  been  cut  out  of 
the  various  Bulletins  and  inserted  in  alphabetical  order  in  a book  which  is  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerk,  and  which  c.an  bo 
consulted  on  .application  to  him.  This  book,  therefore,  and  the  Card  Catalogue,  taken  together,  show  all  the  additions, 
both  under  author  and  title,  which  have  been  made  to  the  Lower  Library  since  the  publication  of  the  several  Finding 
Lists. 


A Memorial  of  Dr.  Channing. 

AVilliam  F.  Channing.  M.  D.,  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Mary  Channing  Eustis,  have  given  the  Library  nearly  300  volumes, 
and  over  2,000  pamphlets,  which  belonged  to  their  father,  the  Rev.  'Wiiliam  Ellery  Channing,  D.D.  Many  of  the  volumes 
were  purch.ascd  in  Europe  for  Doctor  Channing  by  the  late  Edward  Everett.  The  collection  illustrates  very  fully  the 
ph-ases  of  the  Unitarian  controversy  of  Doctor  Channing's  day,  and  the  pamphlets,  taken  in  eonneclion  with  such  as  the 
Library  had  before,  form  a very  valuable  series,  illustrative  of  that  theological  movement  in  tliis  country  and  in  England  . 
The  titles  of  the  volumes  are  inserted  in  the  present  Bulletin. 


Inventors,  and  Others 

Interested  in  the  application  of  the  arts  and  sciences  to  practiciil  uses,  will  find  the  Library  particularly  strong  in  works 
that  will  be  of  service  to  them.  It  is  intended  to  supply  every  reasontible  need  in  this  direction,  and  to  make  the  collection 
one  pre-eminently  fitted  to  advance  the  interests  of  every  branch  of  mechanical  industry,  and  to  afford  aid  in  every  field  of 
invention.  The  l.atest  works  on  any  subject,  when  the  applicant  does  not  know  the  authors,  ean  always  be  ascertained 
on  application. 

In  the  British  Patent  Sj)ecifications  — of  which  about  one  hundred  and  forty  bound  volumes  are  received  yearly — is 
offered  one  of  the  best-arranged  sets  of  this  costly  and  important  work  to  be  found  in  the  country.  It  is  given  unbound  by 
the  British  Government,  at  a yearly  cost  to  them  bf  about  £130,  and  is  substantially  bound  for  the  Library,  in  London,  the 
plates  being  backed  with  cartiidge  paper.  The  only  other  eomplete  sets  in  the  country  are  believed  to  be  those  in  Wash- 
ington. in  the  Peabody  Institute  at  Baltimore,  in  the  Library  of  The  Philadelphia  Library  Company,  in  the  Astor  Library, 
at  New  York,  in  the  State  Library,  at  Albany,  and  a set  recently  given  to  the  Mercantile  Library  of  St.  Louis.  The  specifi- 
cations now  amount  to  about  72.000,  and  there  is  an  annual  increase  of  3,500.  Since  the  last  Bulletin,  42  volumes  in  folio, 
and  4S  in  octavo  have  been  received.  The  work  now  numbers  over  2,600  volumes,  one^half  of  which  are  plates  in  folio. 
There  are  about  a hundred  volumes  of  indexes.  The  Library  possesses  also  the  French  Patents  (Brevets  d’invention),  and 
these,  together  with  the  issues  of  our  own  Patent  Oflice,  include  about  all  that  is  desirable  of  these  oflicial  publications 
in  any  language. 


Price  of  Catalogues. 

The  Bulletins  (begun  Oct.,  1867),  of  which  17  numbers  have  been  issued,  are  for-sale  in  the  Library,  at  two  cents  each. 
The  List  of  Periodicais  currently  received  (750  in  number,  of  which  374  are  kept  in  the  Reading  Room),  issued  in  Sept.,  1870, 
is  for  sale  at  five  cents.  The  Supplementary  Index  to  the  books  in  the  Bates  H.ill  (issued  in  1866)  is  for  sale  at  $2  00, 
and  the  Catalogue  of  the  Prince  Library  at  $1.00.  The  main  Index  of  the  Bates  Hall  (issued  in  1861)  is  out  of  print,  but  a 
limited  number  of  copies  of  both  the  Index  and  Supplement  circuiate  like  other  books.  The  Lower  Hall  Class  or  Finding 
List  for  English  Prose  Fiction  (fifth  edition),  is  now  in  press,  and  that  for  Poetry,  the  Drama,  Collected  Works,  etc.  (issui  d 
July,  1870),  is  for  sale,  in  the  Lower  Delivery  Hall,  at  ten  cents;  the  Finding  List  for  Biography  and  Travels  (issued 
in  May,  1868)  at  five  cents ; and  that  for  AVorks  in  Foreign  Languages  (issued  in  1867;  at  two  cents.  The  Finding  List  for 
the  Sciences,  Arts,  and  Professions  (issued  in  1867),  and  that  for  History  and  Politics  (issued  in  1867),  are  out  of  print;  but 
new  editions  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  possible.  The  catalogue  of  the  East  Boston  Branch  is  for  sale  at  the  Branch. 

Copies  of  these  various  Catalogues  are  always  accessible  on  the  tables  of  the  Bates  Hall,  and  at  the  Clerk’s  Desk  in  the 
Lower  Delivery  Hall,  and  at  the  East  Boston  Branch.

Persons  Admitted  to  Use  tlie  Libraries. 

I.  To  use  pei'iodicals  or  hooks  in  the  buildinffs.  Any 
person  above  the  age  of  14  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room 
for  periodicals,  and,  if  above  16,  may  make  use  of  the  books 
within  the  buildings,  without  previous  registration. 

II.  To  take  books  away  fi'om  the  buildings.  All  citizens 
and  residents  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  16  years;  all  non- 
resident Clergymen  and  Teachers  ha^ing  regular  professional 
occupation  in  the  city;  all  inhabitants,  even  if  under  16,  who 
have  received  certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence 
prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools ; and  all  pupils  attending  the 
Girls’  High  and  Xormal  Schools,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of 
the  Library.  All  these  must  sign  the  application  card,  and 
give  the  name  of  a citizen,  who  may  be  consulted,  if  neces- 
sary. The  registration  takes  ^dace  in  the  Lower  Delivery 
Hall  of  the  Central  Library s and  at  the  East  Boston  Branch, 

III.  Noji-residents.  Non-resident  members  of  educational 
institutions  in  the  city  and  other  non-resident.s  (when 
specially  pennitted,  in  consideration  of  the  advancement  of 
the  public  interests),  may  use  the  Libraries,  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  imposed  in  each  case  by  the  Trustees.

Pamphlets  Solicited  and  Exchanged, 

The  collection  of  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Library  is  now  all  arranged;  and  many  of  them  are  in  bound  voluraea, 
and  catalogued.  It  is  intended  in  future  to  keep  no  pamphlets  unbound,  except  in  order  to  complete  sets  or  series.  These 
will  be  put  on  the  shelves  in  bo.ves,  and  for  the  box  the  hound  volume  will  be  substituted,  when  the  needful  numbers  are 
procured.  SoUvitaiionn  are  renewed  for  Iota  of  ])amp)hlets^  which  tcill  be  sent  for.  on  receiving  informatioyi  that  they  are 
ready.  The  chances  are,  that  any  miscellaneous  lot  will  contain  a fair  proportion  of  the  vei*}'  pamphlets  wanted,  and  the 
others  will  avail  in  exchanges.  The  number  of  duplicate  pamphlets  is  now  about  30.000,  all  arranged,  and  ready  to  be 
exchanged  for  others  not  belonging  to  the  Library.  With  distant  libraries,  the  following  method  of  exchange  has  been 
found  the  most  convenient : if  they  wdll  send  1.000  pamphlets  printed  in  their  state,  or  in  a given  locality,  this  Library  will 
send  1,000  printed  in  Massaebnsetts,  or  in  some  other  locality.  Each  may  acquire  some  duplicates,  but  a great  part  will 
probably  be  fresh  accessions. 


Plans  of  Boston  Estates. 

An  effort  is  nniking  to  collect  for  the  Library  engraved  plans  of  I’eal  estate  in  Boston,  and  through  the  kindness  of 
Messrs.  N.  A.  Thompson  and  Co.  and  Messrs.  Samuel  Hatch  and  Co.  the  interval  of  the  last  thirty  year.s  has  been  partially 
covered.  A circular  has  been  sent  out  soliciting  additional  contributions  of  this  sort,  and  the  assistance  of  Boston  citizens 
and  of  friends  of  the  Library  elsewhere  is  desired,  in  order  to  coyiplete  the  collection,  which  must  prove  to  be  exceedingly 
valuable. 


Memorials  of  Boston. 

The  Public  Library  of  the  city  should  contain  every  memorial,  whether  hook,  pamphlet,  map,  broadside,  print, 
photograph,  or  the  like,  which  is  procurable,  and  which  in  anj’  way  illustrates  the  history  or  topography  of  the  city. 
Books  printed  in  Boston  at  an  early  date  are  very  desirable  acquisitions;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  friends  of  the  Library 
will  assist  in  making  the  collection  comi)lete. 


Coast  Survey  Maps. 

The  United  States  Coast  Survey  charts  belonging  to  the  Library  having  been  carefully  mounted  and  placed  in  boxes, 
a list  of  them  is  given  in  this  Bulletin.  Some  of  the  preliminary  charts  and  other  issues  are  still  wanting,  and  of  some  there 
are  probably  other  imi)res6ions,  of  earlier  or  later  date,  showing  variations  in  the  plates,  which  are  also  wanting.  Friends 
of  the  Library  will  confer  a favor,  if  they  will  contribute  anything  not  already  contained  in  the  collection,  so  as  to  aid  in 
making  it  complete.

Lower  Hall  Catalogues. 

The  Lower  ILilI  was  opened  in  the  summer  of  1858,  with  15,000  volumes.  The  complete  printed  Catalogue  was  in  one 
volume,  royal  octavo,  double  columns,  200  pages,  and  was  ready  for  the  public  in  October  of  that  year.  Kight  yearly  sup- 
plements were  i.rinted. 

In  18CG.  incident  to  a revision  of  the  books,  it  was  decided  to  issue  brief-title  Aleove  or  Finding  Lists,  preparatory  to  a 
new  consolidated  Catalogue  of  the  entire  collection  in  this  Hall.  This  divisionary  form  h.as  been  found  convenient  for  keep- 
ing the  Catalogue  up  with  the  growth  of  the  Library,  as  it  admits  of  new  editions  of  the  Lists,  with  a degree  of  frequency 
corresponding  to  their  respective  popularity.  The  character  of  the  Lists,  in  the  late  editions,  has  been  changed  from  mere 
Alcove  Lists  to  i>roper  Class  Lists.  The  following  have  been  printed : —

A Card  Catalogue,  containing  only  the  of  works  (not  anonymous)  which  have  been  added  to  the  Lower  Library 

since  the  issues  of  the  various  P'inding  Lists,  has  been  placed  at  the  Clerk’s  Desk  in  the  Distributing  Hall.  In  the  printed 
Bulletins,  such  works  arc  entered  only  under  the  names  of  their  authors.  These  printed  entries  have  been  cut  out  of  the 
various  Bulletins  and  inserted  in  alphabetical  order  in  a book  which  is  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerk,  and  which  can  be 
consulted  on  application  to  him.  This  book,  therefore,  and  the  Card  Catalogue,  taken  together,  show  all  the  additions,  both 
under  author  and  title,  which  have  been  made  to  thcT.ower  Library  since  the  publication  of  the  several  Finding  Lists. 


Engraved  Portraits.

The  Portraits  of  the  Tosti  Collection. 


A List  has  lately  been  issued  of  that  portion  of  the  collection  of  engravings  made  by  the  late  Cardinal  Tosti,  of  Rome, 
and  given  to  this  Library  by  Mr.  Thomas  C.  Appleton,  which  consists  of  portraits.  It  includes  670  prints  (many  of  which 
are  rare),  and  shows  about  1600  entries,  making  a jiamphlet  of  twenty-four  pages  of  the  size  of  this  Bulletin  page. 

The  entries  are  under  the  names  of  the  subjects  of  the  engravings,  with  cross-references  from  the  names  of  painters  and 
engravers,  and  in  certain  cases  from  those  of  the  designers  or  draughtsmen.

Works  on  Military  Science. 

At  the  time  of  the  first  formation  of  the  Ihites  Hall  collection,  the  Library  was  under  oidigations  to  General  Pylvamie 
Thayer,  of  the  United  States  Corps  ofEngineers.  for  lists  of  books  in  this  department,  the  purchase  of  which  rendered  the  Library 
much  better  fitted  to  meet  what  was  required  of  it  at  the  outbreak  of  the  lute  Civil  War.  than  most  of  the  libraries  in  the  country. 
Since  that  time,  much  has  been  done  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  public,  both  during  the  piwgrcss  of  the  war  and  subsequently, 
by  filling  the  gaps  important  to  be  filled,  as  they  were  discovered,  A collection  tlius  reasonably  gijod  lias  recently  bceu 
made  so  complete  in  the  departments  of  Fortification  and  Artillery  as  lobe  seeond  only  to  the  Jdhrary  of  the  Milii.ary 
Academy  at  West  Point.  This  is  due  to  General  Thayer,  who  has  uow  placed  in  the  Library  bis  own  luivate  collection  of 
works  on  those  important  subjects.  The  community  is  thus  under  renewed  obligations  to  the  veteran  soldier  who  was  the 
organijficr  of  the  Academy  at  AVesl  Point  and  the  engineer  u ho  constructed  Fort  ^^■arren. 


Works  on  Music. 

^tr.  John  K.  Paine.  Professor  of  Music  in  Harvard  T'niversity.  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  statement  regarding 
the  strength  and  the  deficiencies  of  the  ^[usical  Department  of  the  Library  : — 

“The  Library  received,  in  18.38.  as  a part  of  the  gift  of  Mr.  Bates,  a collection  of  about  500  works  relating  to  the 
history,  seiencc.  and  art  of  music,  which  was  procured  through  the  intelligent  and  zealous  intervention  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Thayer, 
the  distinguished  musical  writer.  The  basis  of  the  collection  was  the  library  of  the  late  M.  de  Koudelka.  of  which  it  was 
well  said,  that  ‘any  one  knowing  the  extreme  rarity  of  books  of  music,  particularly  of  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries, 
will  be  surprised  at  the  richness  of  the  collection.’  To  the  Koudelka  library,  Mr.  Thayer  added  more  than  one  hundred 
volumes.  The  theoretical  writings  of  Aaron,  Artusi.  Bononc.ini.  Bontempi.  Uoclius.  Doni,  (Jafori,  Galilei,  Glareanus, 
Jleyden.  Kircher,  Ornitoparchus.  Pnetorius,  Zarlino,  and  other  learned  mediicval  authorities  are  embraced  in  this  collection. 
It  has.  besides  these,  many  works  of  noted  excellence  by  later  writers  in  musical  science,  history,  and  biography;  namely, 
Alhrechtsborger.  Adlung.  C.  P.  Iv  Bach,  Burney,  Fux.  Gerber,  Gerbcrt,  Forkel.  Jones,  J.  A.  Hiller.  Hawkins.  La  Horde, 
J.G.L. Mozart.  North.  Quanz.  Martini.  Rousseau,  tfeheihe,  Sehuhart. Tartini,  Ambros,  IRdlermanu,  Brendel,  Coussemaker, 
Chrysander.  Dohn.  Drieherg.  Fetis,  Hauptmann.  Hand,  Helmlioltz,  Jahn.  Kiesewetter.  Lobe,  Marx.  Riehl,  Rochlilz, 
Reissmann.  Schumann,  Winterfeld,  Wagner,  and  others.  Mention  should  also  be  made  of  t%Yenty-eight  quarto  volumes  of 
maimseript  music,  selected  and  copied  by  Professor  t?.  W.  Dehn,  late  custos  of  the  musical  collection  of  the  Royal  Library, 
at  Berlin.  This  selection  was  made  from  the  best  published  and  unpublished  musical  compositions  of  tlie  sixteenth,  seven- 
teenth, and  eighteenth  centuries,  including  the  works  of  Anerio,  Caldara,  Cherubini.  Clari.  Colonna.  Gabrielli.  Hasse.  Ham- 
mersehmidt.  Lasso.  Leo.  Lotti,  Jomolli,  Marcello,  Palestrina.  Scarlatti,  Porta,  Pergolese,  Scluitz.  and  other  masters.  During 
the  last  twelve  years,  books  have  constantly  been  added  to  the  collection,  and  it  is  now  comparatively  rich  in  works  relating 
to  the  history,  biography,  theory,  and  critici.sm  of  music. 

“ The  collection,  liowcver,  is  almost  wholly  deficient  in  the  following  branches  : — 

‘*1.  The  works  of  the  English  luadrigalists  of  the  sixteenth  century,  — Tallis,  Byrd.  Dowland,  Bull,  Bennet, 
and  others. 

**  2.  The  Gcnnan  sacred  music  of  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  and  eighteenth  centuries. 

“3.  The  operas  of  the  Xeopolilan.  French.  German,  and  English  masters  of  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries. 

**It  is  also  desirable  that  the  Library  should  possess, — 

1.  The  vompltte  works  of  the  so-called  classical  masters,  Handel,  Haydn,  Gluck.  Mozart,  and  Beethoven. 

2.  The  principal  vocal  and  instrumental  compositions  of  the  later  Oennan  school  of  Schubert,  Mendelssohn,  Schu- 
mann. and  othci-s. 

**  3.  The  most  noted  operas  of  the  German.  Italian,  and  French  comi^osers  of  the  nineteentli  century. 

These  important  additions  would  place  the  Musical  Dei)artment  of  the  Library  in  advance  of  any  other  collection  in 
the  United  States. 

“ Xo  more  practical  step  could  be  taken  towards  the  advancement  of  musical  knowledge  and  taste  among  us,  than  the 
formation  of  sucli  a miiseinn  of  musical  art.  With  the  scores  of  all  great  mastei's,  of  every  epoch  and  school,  at  hand,  it 
would  be  comparatively  easy  to  bring  their  works  to  publication  and  performance,  and  many  treasures,  now  wholly  neglected 
by  llie  public,  in  this  country,  would  ultimately  find  appreciation  and  use,  and  thus  lead  to  a more  enlightened  and  catholic 
taste.” 

It  is  to  he  hoped  that  friends  of  the  Library  will  assist  in  making  this  department  complete. 


Price  of  Catalogues. 

The  Bulletins  (begun  Oct.,  1867).  of  which  18  numbers  have  been  issued,  arc  for  sale  in  the  Library,  at  two  cents  each.  The 
List  of  Periodicals  currently  received  (750  in  number,  of  which  374  are  kept  in  the  Reading  Room),  issued  in  Bept.,  1870,  is 
for  sale  at  five  cents.  The  Supplementary  Index  to  the  books  in  the  Bates  Hall  (issued  in  1866)  is  for  sale  at  $2.00,  and  the 
Catalogue  of  the  Prince  Library  at  $1.00.  The  main  Index  of  the  Bates  Hall  (issued  in  1861)  is  out  of  print,  but  a limited 
number  of  copies  of  both  the  Index  and  Supplement  circulate  like  other  books.  The  Lower  Hall  Class  or  Finding  List  for 
English  Prose  Fiction  (fifth  edition  just  issued)  is  for  sale  in  the  Lower  Deliverj'  Hall  .at  fifteen  cents;  that  for  Poetry,  the 
Drama.

Extent  of  the  Collections.  The  Bates  Hall  has  about 
138.000  volumes ; the  Lower  Hall,  31,500  volumes ; the  East 
Boston  Branch,  6,200  volumes,  — a total  (including  7,100  sale 
duplicates)  of  more  than  183,000  volumes,  besides  94,000 
pamphlets. 

The  Central  Reading  Room  has  upwards  of  384  differ- 
ent periodicals;  the  East  Boston  Branch  Reading  Room 
has  35. 


Persons  Admitted  to  Use  the  Libraries. 

I.  To  use  periodicals  or  hooks  in  the  buildings.  Any 
person  above  the  age  of  14  years  may  use  the  Reading  Room 
for  periodicals,  and,  if  above  16,  may  make  use  of  the  hooks 
within  the  buildings,  without  previous  registration. 

n.  To  take  books  away  from  the  buildings.  All  citizens 
and  residents  of  Boston  above  the  age  of  16  years;  all  non- 
resident Clergymen  and  Teachers  having  regular  professional 
occupation  in  the  city ; all  inhabitants,  even  if  under  16,  who 
have  received  certificates  of  graduation,  medals,  or  Lawrence 
prizes,  from  the  Public  Schools ; and  all  pupils  attending  the 
Girls’  High  and  Normal  Schools,  are  entitled  to  a full  use  of 
the  Library.  All  these  must  sign  the  application  card,  and 
give  the  name  of  a citizen,  who  may  be  consulted,  if  neces- 
sary. The  registration  takes  place  in  the  Lower  Delivery 
Ball  of  the  Central  Library,  and.  at  the  East  Boston  Branch. 

HI.  Non-residents.  Non-resident  members  of  educational 
institutions  in  the  city  and  other  non-residents  (when 
specially  permitted,  in  consideration  of  the  advancement  of 
the  public  interests),  may  use  the  Libraries,  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  imposed  in  each  case  by  the  Trustees. 


Lists  of  Books  Newly  Published, 

And  received  between  the  Buccessive  Isanes  of  the  Bulletin,  will  be  kept,  In  the  order  of  their  nccCBBlon,  In  b arparsto 
record  for  each  Hall,  open  for  public  inspection.  Books  from  London,  Paris,  and  Leipsic  arc  received  twice  a mouth;  from 
Florence,  once  a year. 


Books  Kecommended. 

Any  person  desiring  a book  not  In  the  possession  of  this  Library  may  ask,  on  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose,  that 
it  may  he  purchased;  and  the  assurance  is  given,  that,  unless  there  Is  some  special  reason  why  it  should  not  be  ordered,  it 
will  be  procured  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  applicant  — in  all  cases  where  the  book  is  .absolutely  bought  upon  his 
recommendation  — will  be  notified  of  its  reception.  If  duplicates  for  the.  Lower  llall  are  asked  for.  they  will  be  ordered, 
provided  the  circulation  of  the  present  copies  warrants  such  additions.  In  asking  tliat  a duplicate  shall  be  purchased,  the 
applicant  will  be  particular  to  designate  it  as  such.  Copies  arc  not  duplicated  in  the  Bates  Hall. 

Those  availing  themselves  of  this  privilege  will  greatly  contribute  to  avoid  del.ay  and  disappointment,  if,  in  their 
applications,  they  will  give  exact  titles,  as  well  ns  authorship,  imprint,  etc.,  and  if  they  will,  above  all,  write  legibly. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  books  published  in  foreign  countries  are  purchased  through  tlic  Library’s  agents  in  such 
countries,  in  order  to  avoid  tlio  duties,  mid  to  get  as  large  a discount  as  possible ; and  hence  an  interval  of  at  least  six  or 
eight  weeks  will  occur  between  the  time  of  ordering  a work  and  that  of  its  receipt.

Special  Students, 

Desiring  to  be  informed  when  any  book  in  their  line  of  investigation  is  received  at  the  Library,  can  have  word  sent  them, 
if  they  will  communicate  their  name  and  address,  and  the  subject  of  their  inquiries,  to  the  Superintendent;  but,  in  such 
cases,  books  will  not  bo  retained  subject  to  the  call  of  the  persons  notified,  as  is  done  with  books  recommended. 


Pamphlets  Solicited  and  Exchanged, 

The  collection  of  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  Library  is  now  all  arranged;  and  many  of  them  are  In  bound  volumes, 
and  catalogued.  It  is  intended  in  future  to  keep  no  pamphlets  unbound,  except  in  order  to  complete  sets  or  series.  These 
will  be  nut  on  the  shelves  In  boxes,  and  for  the  box  the  bound  volume  will  be  substituted,  when  the  needful  numbers  are 
procured.  Solicitations  are  renetced  for  lots  of  pamphlets,  which  will  be  sent  for,  on  receiving  information  that  they  are 
ready.  The  chances  are.  that  any  miscellaneous  lot  will  contain  a fair  proportion  of  the  very  pamphlets  wanted,  and  the 
others  will  av.ail  in  exchanges.  The  number  of  duplicate  pamphlets  is  now  upwards  of  30,000,  all  arranged,  and  ready  to  be 
exchanged  for  others  not  belonging  to  the  Library.  With  distant  libraries,  the  following  method  of  exchange  has  been 
found  the  most  convenient;  if  they  will  send  1,000  pamphlets  printed  in  their  state,  or  in  a given  locality,  this  Library  will 
send  1,000  printed  in  Massachusetts,  or  in  some  other  locality.  Each  may  acquire  some  duplicates,  but  a great  part  will 
probably  be  fresh  accessions. 


Plans  of  Boston  Estates. 

An  effort  is  making  to  collect  for  the  Library  lithographed  or  other  engraved  plans  of  real  estate  in  Boston,  and 
through  the  kindness  of  Messrs.  N.  A.  Thompson  and  Co.  and  Messrs.  Samuel  Hatch  and  Co.  the  interval  of  the  last  thirty 
years  has  been  partially  covered.  A circular  has  been  sent  out  soliciting  additional  contributions  of  this  sort,  and  the  as- 
sistance of  Boston  citizens  and  of  friends  of  the  Library  elsewhere  is  desired,  in  order  to  complete  the  collection,  which 
must  prove  to  be  exceedingly  valuable. 


Memorials  of  Boston. 

The  Public  Library  of  the  city  should  contain  every  memorial,  whether  book,  pamphlet,  map.  broadside,  print, 
photograph,  or  the  like,  which  is  procurable,  and  which  in  any  way  illustrates  the  history  or  topography  of  the  city. 
Books  printed  in  Boston  at  an  early  date  are  very  desirable  acquisitions ; and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  friends  of  the  Library 
will  assist  in  making  the  collection  complete.

George  Ticknor’s  Spanish  Collection. 

The  Reverend  G.  S.  Plumley,  of  New  Tork,  contributed  to  the  number  of  Harper’s  Monthly  for  November,  1871,  an 
article  with  the  above  title,  concerning  Mr.  Ticknor’s  recent  bequest  to  this  Library,  from  which  a few  paragraphs  are 
extracted : — 

“ Many  of  them  [the  books]  contain  important  annotations  on  the  fly-leaves  and  margins  from  Mr.  Ticknor’s  pen,  and, 
besides,  there  are  numerous  scraps  laid  within  the  volumes,  which  will  be  carefully  preserved  and  fastened  upon  them, 
bearing  references  and  notes  of  great  literary  value.  There  are  many  Elzevir  editions  of  ancient  authors,  and  rich  old 
copies  of  the  early  dramatists  and  poets-bound  in  calf  and  vellum.  Here  are  numerous  copies  of  the  celebrated  poem  of 
‘ The  Cid.’  Here  also  you  may  find  Mr  Ticknor’s  copied  extracts  from  the  Escurlal  manuscript  of  the  famous  and  venera- 
ble Jew,  the  ‘ Rabbi  Don  8antob.’  . . . The  ‘ Provenqal  Literature  ’ is  in  another  portion,  fully  illustrated  throughout  its 
scries  of  authors.  Cervantes  and  Lope  de  Vega  are  amply  represented  by  numerous  copies  of  each  chef-d’ceuvre  ; and  an 
editor  can  now  easily  collate  a revision  of  ‘ Don  Quixote  ’ without  going  beyond  Boston.  . . . 

‘‘  Among  the  rarer  curiosities  of  this  unique  collection  are  many  valuable  books  that  have  been  condemmed  by  the  judges 
of  the  Inquisition,  some  of  which,  if  we  may  so  speak,  have  themselves  suffered  its  tortures,  bearing  visible  marks  of  the 
cuttings  and  burnings  and  expurgations  to  which  its  agents  subjected  them.  One  of  these  is  the  ‘Varia  Opuscula’  of 
Mariana,  a voluminous  Jesuit  writer.  The  worthy  heads  of  the  Inquisition  have  cut  in  pieces  the  copy  in  Mr.  Ticknor’s  col- 
lection, and,  after  removing  the  fourth  treatise,  have  bound  it  again  together.  The  title-page  is  quite  a monument  of  their 
skill  in  patching  and  piecing.  They  have  cut  out  of  it  the  title  of  the  fourth  treatise,  and  then  prefixed  a c,apltal  I to  the 
next  number,  V,  making  it  thus  IV.  From  VI  and  VH  the  erasure  of  the  final  letter  changes  them  to  V and  VI.  There 
is  a little  stain  on  the  left  side  of  this  page,  where  something,  now  gone,  was  once  pasted,  and  Mr.  Tlcknor  has  written  over 
it,  ‘Here, I suppose,  was  the  certificate  of  expurgation.’  Other  portions  of  this  persecuted  tome,  that  could  not  be  easily 
cut  out,  have  been  blackened  and  bletted  with  unsightly  daubs  of  ink.  . . . 

“ In  the  Ticknor  collection  may  also  be  seen  feur  of  the  official  accounts  of  general  avios-da-f^,  or  public  accusations 
and  burnings  under  the  direction  of  the  Inquisition.  The  ‘ Relacions  del  Autos-da-Fd  ’ were  regularly  drawn-up  official 
reports  of  those  awful  sacrifices,  and  were  generally  printed,  though  not  always.  Several  of  them  exist  in  the  Bodleian 
Library. 

“ Mr.  Ticknor’s  are  those  of  the  auto  at  Logrono,  November  7 and  8, 1610,  and  of  the  autos  of  1720, 1721,  and  1756,  the  two 
former  at  Granada,  the  latter  at  Madrid.  Upon  a fly-leaf  Mr.  Ticknor  writes,  ‘ These  are  the  official  accounts  of  three 
autos-da-f6  that  happened  in  1720  and  1721  at  Granada,  and  in  1756  at  Madrid : the  only  accounts  of  the  sort  that  I have  ever 
seen.’” 


Alterations  in  the  Library  Building. 

Changes  arc  making  in  the  Bates  Hall,  uiulcr  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  of  the  City  Council,  by 
which  a<iditional  room  will  be  secured  for  more  than  100,000  volumes.  Xhc  present  alcoves  arc  to  have  their  triangular  ends 
farthest  from  the  Hall  squared,  and  are  then  to  be  subdivided  by  a double  row  of  shelving,  which  will  give  sixty  alcoves  on 
each  side  of  the  Hall  where  there  are  now  thirty,  and  of  equal  shelf  capacity.  They  will  be  three  feet  wide,  with  windows 
at  the  end.  The  change  will  be  completed  on  the  westerly  side  during  the  winter;  and,  in  the  spring,  the  easterly  side  will 
be  changed.  Huring  the  present  work  ot  alteration,  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  provide  temporary  accommodation  for 
the  fifty  thousand  volumes  which  are  appropriately  lodged  on  the  western  side,  and  the  general  circulation  of  these  books 
(which  are  those  of  history,  biography,  travel,  and  general  literature)  has  been  necessarily  stopped.  Such  an  arrangement 
as  was  possible  htis  been  m.ade  in  these  alcoves  to  faciUtate  the  finding  of  any  book,  that  there  may  bo  urgent  need  for. 
All  new  books  which  may  be  added  to  the  Library,  though  properly  belonging  to  tliis  section  of  the  classifications,  have  been 
temporarily  provided  for,  and  will  be  delivered  as  usual;  but  this  service  will  be  more  prompt  if  applicants  for  such  books 
will  st.ate  the  fact  of  their  recent  accession.  Such  book^  as  were  in  the  hands  of  borrowers,  belonging  in  the  closed  alcoves, 
are  also  arranged  ns  they  are  returned,  so  that  they  can  be  again  delivered.  The  books  which  are  still  in  use  are  those  of 
the  sciences,  arts,  and  professions,  with  sets  of  bound  periodicals,  the  transactions  of  learned  societies,  the  greater  part  of 
the  Parker  Library,  the  American  and  British  public  documents,  all  l‘atent  Reports  and  Specifications,  and  the  Tlcknor 
and  Bowditch  Libraries. 


The  Bulletins.' 

"With  this  iiuml)er  the  first  volume  of  this  puhlication  is  completed,  and  a title-page  accompanies  this  issue.  It  is 
intended  to  make  these  periodical  lists  in  future  more  particularly  a chronicle  of  the  freshest  and  most  important  additions 
to  the  Library,  leaving  the  Card  Catalogue  to  furnish  information  regarding  older  books.  It  is  hoped  that  these  Bulletins 
have  shown  the  constant  care  which  has  been  taken  to  ascertain  the  authorship  of  anonymous  and  pseudonymous  books. 
The  efforts  which  have  been  made  to  do  this  have  been  largely  seconded  by  publishers,  who  have  kindly  and  promptly 
answered  the  queries  addressed  to  them. 


Special  Volumes. 

Under  the  headings  of  Dickens,  Everett,  Franco-German  war,  Lincoln,  and  Portland,  in  the  present  Bulletin,  will  he 
found  a number  of  memorial  volumes,  which  will  preserve  the  record  of  special  events.  A volume  on  the  Chicago  Fire  and 
the  general  burst  of  sympathy  through  the  country  which  it  called  forth,  is  now  gathering,  and  friends  of  the  Library  are 
invited  to  contribute  papers,  prints,  maps,  or  other  printed  matter,  to  assist  in  making  it  more  complete. 


Public  Card  Catalogue  and  Consolidated  Bulletin  for  the  Lower  Hall. 

A Card  Catalogue,  containing  only  the  iito  of  works  (not  anonymous)  which  have  heen  added  to  the  Lower  Library 
eince  the  issues  of  the  various  Finding  Lists,  has  heen  piaced  at  the  Clerk’s  Desk  in  the  Distributing  Hall.  In  the  printed 
Bulletins,  such  works  are  entered  only  under  the  names  of  their  authors.  These  printed  entries  have  been  cut  out  of  the 
various  Bulletins  and  inserted  in  alphabetical  order  in  a hook  which  is  in  the  custody  of  the  Clerk,  and  which  can  he 
consulted  on  application  to  him.  This  book,  therefore,  and  the  Card  Catalogue,  taken  together,  show  all  the  additions,  both 
tinder  author  and  title,  which  have  heen  made  to  the  Lower  Library  since  the  puhlication  of  the  several  Finding  Lists. 


Engraved  Portraits. 

Portfolios  and  scrap-books  have  been  prepared  for  the  preservation  of  engraved  portraits,  and  any  contributions  of 
this  kind  will  be  gladly  accepted.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  gathering  of  fikenesses  of  Bostonians. 


Prioe  of  Catalogues. 

The  Bulletins  (begun  Oct.,  1867),  of  which  19  numbers  have  heen  issued,  are  for  sale  at  two  cents  each.  The  List  of 
Periodicals  currently  received  (nearly  800  in  number,  of  which  about  one-half  are  kept  in  the  Reading  Room),  issued  in  Sept., 
1870,ie  for  sale  at  five  cents.  The  Supplementary  Index  to  the  books  in  the  Bates  Hall  (Issued  in  1866)  is  for  sale  at  $2.00,  and 
the  Catalogue  of  the  Prince  Library  at  $1.00.  The  main  Index  of  the  Bates  Hall  (issued  In  1861)  is  out  of  print,  hnt  a limited 
number  of  copies  of  both  the  Index  and  Supplement  circulate  like  other  hooks.  The  Lower  Hall  Claes  or  Finding  List  for 
English  Prose  Fiction  (fifth  edition  lately  issued)  is  for  sale  m the  Lower  Delivery  Hall  at  fifteen  cents ; that  for  Poetry,  the 
Drama.  Collected  Works,  etc.  (issued  July,  1870),  at  twenty  cents;  that  for  Biography  and  Travels  (issued  in  May,  1868), 
at  five  cents;  that  for  Works  in  Foreign  Languages  (issued  in  1867),  at  two  cents;  that  for  the  Arts  and  Sciences  (second 
edition  just  issued),  at  ten  cents.  The  Finding  List  for  History  and  Politics  (issued  in  1867)  is  out  of  print;  hut  a new 
edition,  consolidated  with  that  for  Biography  and  Travels,  is  in  preparation.  The  Catalogue  of  the  East  Boston 
Branch  is  for  sale  at  the  Branch,  at  twenty  cents.

THE  TOSTI  ENGRAVINGS. 


In  a note  dated  Eome,  Februaiy  23d,  1809,  addressed  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Li- 
brary, iNIr.  Thomas  G.  Appleton  wrote,  "The  late  Cardinal  Tosti  was  a great  lover 
of  art  in  Rome,  and  one  of  its  most  distinguished  patrons.  Under  his  fostering  eare, 
two  distinguished  engravers,  Mercurj  and  Calamatta,  rose  to  the  head  of  their  art  in 
Paris.  The  effeets  of  the  Cardinal  are  now  selling  in  Rome,  and  I have  thought 
it  desirable  for  our  eity,  so  poor  in  eolleetions  of  engravings,  that  the  Cardinal’s 
eollection  should  go  to  us.  I have  therefore  bought  and  desire  to  present  it  to 
the  Publie  Library  of  Boston,  one  of  whose  Trustees  I was  for  some  time,  and  in 
which  I have  always  taken  a lively  interest.  The  number  of  the  plates  is  about 
ten  thousand,  six  hundred  of  which  are  framed.  Among  these  are  many  of  the 
most  famous  engravings,  such  as  the  'Last  Supper,’  before  the  comma,  of 
Raphael  JNIorghen,  and  many  other  of  his  famous  works.  Presentation  copies  of 
all  the  works  of  the  two  famous  proteges  of  the  Cardinal,  are  also  among  them. 
The  rest  of  the  collection  is  in  handsomely  bound  books,  well  adapted  to  the  use 
of  the  Libi’ary,  and  far  better  for  storing  and  preservation  than  if  in  portfolios.” 

]\Ir.  Appleton  added,  that  “the  gentleman  who  is  one  of  the-  Cardinal’s  heirs 
and  his  reiwesentative,  desires,  as  a testimony  of  his  respect  and  regard  for  the 
Library,  to  present  a bust  — an  anti(|ue  one  — valued  at  two  hundred  scudi.” 

The  Trustees,  on  the  24th  of  March,  passed  the  following  resolutions  ; — 

Hesolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  have  received  with  great  gratifica- 
tion the  announcement  by  their  townsman,  Thos.  G.  Aiipleton,  Esq.,  of  his  jwoiDosed 
munificent  gift  to  this  institution,  of  the  collection  of  engravings  formed  by  the  late  Car- 
dinal Tosti,  thereby  laying  a foundation  for  instruction  in.  art  highly  needed,  and  useful 
in  any  community,  but  specially  in  our  own,  where  works  of  this  character  are  beyond 
the  reach  of  the  large  class  worthy  to  be  benefited  by  their  study. 

Hesolved,  That  the  special  thanks  of  the  Trustees  be  communicated  to  Mr.  Appleton, 
by  the  President  of  this  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  be  presented  to 
Signor  Alessandro  Ceccarini,  for  his  generous  gift  to  the  institution,  of  an  antique  bust. 

The  prints  were  received  at  the  Library  in  October  following,  when  it  was 
discovered,  that,  owing  to  bad  packing,  the  glass  of  all  the  frames  had  been 
broken  on  the  voyage.  Mr.  Appleton  promptly  added  to  his  already  large 
expenditure,  bj'^  ordering  new  glass.  The  framed  pictures  were  at  once  disposed 
in  such  a manner  as  the  capacity  of  the  building  admitted ; and  suitable  cases

and  drawers  were  proyided  for  the  volumes  and  portfolios,  for  a considerable 
part  of  the  collection  proved  to  be  preserved  in  that  Avay. 

The  previous  owner  of  this  collection,  A\hicli,  at  the  time  of  its  purchase,  was 
esteemed  the  linest  in  Rome,  aa'us  the  Cardinal  (Antonio)  Tosti,  Avho  died  iNIarch 
23,  1.866,  aged  90.  lie  resided  for  a long  time  at  AA'cntine.  In  1834,  he  Avas 
made  treasurer  of  the  pontitical  government,  a post  which  he  continued  to  hold 
for  ten  years,  Avhen  he  resigned  it  into  the  hands  of  Gregory  xvi.  lie  is 
regarded  as  founder  of  the  industrial  and  artistic  school  in  the  Hospital  of  San 
jMichele,  of  Avhich  institution  he  aa  us  director  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  Avas 
buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Cecilia,  TrastcA'cre. 

The  cataloguing  of  the  prints  proceeded  as  fast  as  the  other  work  of  that 
department  of  the  Library  permitted,  and  in  the  Lihvary  BulJefin  for  April',  1870, 
a list  of  such  as  AA’ere  in  the  125  bound  A'olumes  of  the  collection  AA'as  given, 
cmbi'acing  in  all  almost  5,100  prints;  and  in  the  Bulletin  for  October  the 
cross-references  of  the  jAi'cvions  list  were  printed. 

There  Averc  at  that  tinie  still  uncatalogued  about  1,200  other  prints,  more 
than  half  of  which  Avere  framed. 

The  present  issue  contains  a list  of  all  the  portraits  in  the  collection,  whether 
in  frames,  in  volumes,  or  loose,  the  larger  part,  howcA'^er,  being  framed.  The 
prints,  not  portraits,  AA’hich  are  framed,  number  282.  These  last,  with  such 
l)rints  as  are  in  portfolios,  remain  to  be  catalogued. 

Regarding  the  entire  collection,  it  may  be  said  that  its  strength  lies  in  the  Ital- 
ian school ; and  its  gronpings  are  rather  indicative  of  the  taste  of  its  late  oAvner 
than  snggestiA’e  of  any  systematic  groAvth,  its  development  haA'ing  doubtless  been 
controlled  in  some  degree  by  his  opportunities.  As  patron  of  the  school  of  San 
jMichcle,  in  Rome,  he  stood  in  intimate  relations  with  two  of  its  scholars,  who 
gained  eminence  in  the  art  of  engraAung, — jMercurj  and  Calamatta, — and  he  doubt- 
less had  their  assistance  in  gathering,  AA’hence  he  could,  specimens  of  their  art, 
Avhile  they,  furthermore,  almost  always  furnished  him  with  the  earliest  impres- 
sions of  their  numerous  works.  A distinctiA^e  feature  of  the  collection  is,  beyond 
donlit,  its  portraits.  Edelinck,  Drevet,  Nanteuil,  and  Schmidt,  are  here  strongly 
represented.  The  earlier  Italian  masters  will  not  be  found  to  be  AA^ell  repre- 
sented. There  are  no  JMarc  Antonios,  except  a few  of  his  fac-similes  of  Diirer. 
Of  the  latter’s  wood-cuts  there  are  between  twenty  and  thirty,  large  and  small. 
There  is  little  or  nothing  of  his  contemporaries  or  immediate  successors.  The 
English  school  is  but  slightly  represented ; and  etchings,  beside  a volume  of 
Salvator  Rosa’s  and  a few  of  Rembrandt’s,  are  not  numerous.  The  modern 
Erench  school  from  Audran  to  Lelli  is  well  set  forth.
